penalties. 

1. The penalty for the contravention of any of these bye-laws shall be— 

(а) A fine not exceeding the sum stated at the foot of the byedaw, 

(б) In the case of a second or subaeqvient conviction for a similar contravention, a 

fine not exceeding the sum (if any) stated in that behalf at the foot of the 
by^e-law, and 

(c) In the case of a continuing contravention, a further fine not exceeding the sum 
(if any) stated at the foot of the bye-law as the daily fine, which daily fine 
may be imposed for every day after receipt of a notice from the Cantonment 
Authority by the person contravening the bye-law requiring such person to 
discontinue such contravention. 

Registration ang control of dogs. 

2. (1) Every person who keeps a dog within the limits of the Cantonment shall 
cause the same to be registered in the office of the Cantonment Authority. 

(2) Every porson who keeps a registered dog shall put a collar round the neck of such 
dog, to which shall be attached a metal token to be issued by the registration authority on 
payment of a fee of four annas. 

(3) Any person who brings a dog into the Cantonment shall, within fifteen days 
from the day when he brings it in, cause it to be registered.

AGREEMENT. 

Memorandum of agreement made this 2lBt day of Auguat 1927, between the “ Medical 
Education Society of Bengal ” (registered under Act XXI of I860) and having its registered 
o£B.oe at 1, Bel^aohia Road, Belgachia, in the district of 24*Parganas (hereinafter called 
the Society) of tbe one part and the Secretary of State for India in Connell (hereinafter 
called the Secretary of State) of the other part.

acts and deeds as may be necessary and proper for effectually vesting the same in the 
Society.

No, F.-9S2I25, —The following rules made by the Secretary of State in Council of 
India, with the concurrence of the Lord Chancellor, under the Indian and Colonial Divorce 
Jurisdiction Act, 1926 (16 and 17 Geo. 5), are published for general information :— 


Rules under seotlon 1(4), Indian and Oolonlal DIvoree Jurlsdletlon Act, loa6« 

Short Title and Commencement, 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian (Non-Doiniciled Parties) Divorce Rules, 
1927. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 27th day of July 1927. 

Appointment of Judges, 

2. (1) As soon as may be after the coming into force of these Rules the Chief Justice 
of each of the High Courts referred to in Bub*section (1) of section 1 of the Indian and 
Colonial Divorce Jurisdiction Act, 1926 (hereinafter called the Act ”) shall submit to the 
Lord Chancellor through the Secretary of State for India the names of such number of 
judges of the Court (including, if he thinks fit, the name of the Chief Justice himself) not 
exceeding six, as he may consider necessary for the purpose of exercising jurisdiction 
under the Act and these Rules. 

(2) Upon the approval of the Lord Chancellor to any nomination so submitted being 
signified to the Chief Justice by the Secretary of State for India, the Chief Jnstice shall 
cause the names so approved to be notified in the local official Gazette (or, in the case of 
the High Court of Judicature at Calcutta, in the Gazette of India) as judges appointed to 
exercise jurisdiction under tke Act, and the judges whose names shall have been so notified 
shall thereupon have power to exercise jurisdiction accordingly. 

(^5) At any time after the first nominations under these rules have been approved, 
the Chief Justice may propose the names of a further judge or judges to take the place 
of, or to exercise jurisdiction in addition to, the judge or judges for the time being having 
powers under the Act; and when such further nominations are approved they shall be 
notified as t^oresaid. 

3. Every petition under the Act shall be heard by a single judge nominated and 
approved as hereinbefore provided, sitting without a jury, and, subject to the provisions of 
the Indian Limitation Act, an appeal shall lie to a bench of two other judges who have 
been similarly nominated and approved against any decree or order wh^ich would be 
appealable if It had been passed in proceedings under the Indian Divorce Act, 1869, and 
shall be disposed of accordingly. Each such bench shall be constituted by the Chief 
Justice as occasion may arise* 

4. Nothing in these rules shall be deemed to prevent the ezeroiae of any ultimata 
right of appeal to His Majesty in Council. 


Petition, 

f>« All proceedings under the Act shall be oomiuenced by filing a petition to which 
shall he attached a certified copy of the certificate of the marriage. 
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A <1) Itt th» body s p«utioa graying fOT 'tbe dlMot^tlon of a marriage shall bo 
sisied— 

(i) the place ^ud dttte of the marriage and th^ namjB« atatns and domicile of the 
( ' vife,before the marriage, 

C*s) atatua of thp husband and his domicile at the time of the marriage aud at 
the time when the petition is presented^ and his occupation and the place or 
places of residence of the parties at the time of institution of the suit, 

(m) the principal permanent addresses where the parties have cohabited, including 
the address where they last resided.together in India, 

(tV) whether there is living issue of the marriage^ and if so the names and dates of 
birth or ages of such issue, 

(u) whether there have been in the Divorce Division of the High Court of Justice 
in England or in the Court of Session in Scotland or in any Court in India 
any, and if so what, previous proceedings with reference to the marriage 
by or on behalf of either of the parties to the marriage, and the result of 
such proceedings, 

(f/t) the matrimonial offences charged set out in separate paragraphs with the times 
and places of their alleged commission, 

, (^vii) the claim for damages, if any, 

(viuj the grounds on which the petitioner claims that in the interests of justice it is 
desirable that the suit should be determined in India* 


(2) The petition shall conclude with a prayer setting out particulars of the relief 
claimed, including the amount of any claim for damages and any order for custody of 
children which is sought and shall be signed by the petitioner. 


Ver ifica i ian of peti Hon . 

7. The statements contained in every petition under these Rules shall be verified by 
the petitioner or some other competent person in manner required by the Code of Civil 
Procedure for the time being in force for the verification of plaints, and in cases where 
the petitioner is seeking a decree of dissolution of marriage the verification shall include 
a declaration authenticated in like manner that no collusion or connivance exists between 
the petitioner aud the other party to the marriage, and that neither the petitioner nor, 
within the knowledge of the petitioner, the other party to the marriage, has instituted 
proceedings which are still pending for the dissolution of the marriage in England or 
Scotland. 


Co-respondents and Interveners. 

8. In every petition presented by a husband for the dissolution of his marriage 
the petitioner shall make the alleged adulterers oo-respontlents in the suit, pnless the 
Court shall otherwise direct. 

y. Where a husband is charged with adultery with a named person, €\ certified copy 
of the pleading containing such charge shall, unless the Court for good cause shown 
otherwise directs, be served upon the person with whom adultery is alleged to have been 
committed, accompanied by a notice that such person is entitled, within the time therein 
specified, to apply for leave to intervene in the cause. 


Service of Petitions and Notices. 

10. Every petition or notice referred to in these Rules shall be served on the party 
to be affected thereby, either within or without British India, in the manner prescribed 
by. the Code of Civil Procedure for the time being in force for the service of Rummonsea: 

Provided that unless the Court for good cause shown otherwise directs, service of all 
sooh petitions and notices shall be effected by delivery of the same to the party to be 
affected thereby» and the Court shall record that it is satisfied that service has been so 
effected. 


Answer and subsequent Pleadings. 

11. A respondent or co-respondent, or a woman to whom leave to intervene has been 
granted under Rule 9, may file in the Court an answer to the petition. 

12, (1) Any answer which contains matter other than a simple denial of the facts 
stated in the petition shall be verified in respect of such matter by the respondent or 
Qo*re6pondent as the ease may be in the manner required by these Rules for the verifica¬ 
tion of petitions, and when the respondent is husband or wife of the petitioner the answer 
shall contain a declaration that there is not any coUusion or connivance between the 
patties. 

(2) Where the answer of a husband alleges adultery and prays relief, a certified copy 
thereof shall be served upon th,e alleged adulterer, together with a notice to appear in like 
maimer a petition. When in such oaae no relief is claimed the alleged adulterer shall

together with a notice as under Rule 9 that he is entitled within the time therein apaoifted 
to apply for leave to intervene in the suit and upon such application he may be allowed 
to intervene, subject to such direction as shall then be given by the Court.. 

13. (1) If it appears to the Court that proceeding for the dissolution of the marriage 

have been instituted in England or Scotland before the date on which the petition was 
filed in India, the Court shall either dismiss the petition or Stay farther proceedings 
thereon until the proceedings in England or Scotland have ter^hiinated, or until the Court 
shall otherwise direct , ^4 

(2) If it appears that such proceedings were instituted after the filing of the petition 
in India, the Court may proceed, subject to the provisions of the Act, with the tHai of the 
suit. 

Showing Cause against a Decrse Nisi. 

14. The Governor-General in Council in the case of the High Court of Judicature at 
Calcutta and the Local Government in ocher cases shall appoint a person to exercise 
withiu the jurisdiction* of each of the High Courts referred to in section 1 of the Act the 
<lntieB assigned to His Majesty’s Proctor by sections 181 and 182 of the Supreme Court oC 
Judicature (Consolidation) Act, 1925, and the name of the person so appointed shall be 
notified in the Gazette of India or in the local official Gasette, as the case may be, by; the 
designation of Proctor. Every Proctor so appointed shall in the exercise of his functions 
act under the instructions of the Advocate*General or other Chief Law Officer of the 
Province. 

15. (I) If any person during the progrem of the proceedings or before the decree 
nisi is made absolute gives information to the Factor of any matter material to the due 
decision of the case, the Proctor may take such steps as he considers necessary or 
expedient. 

(2) If in consequence of any such information or otherwise the Proctor suspects that 
any parties to the petition are or have been in collusion for the purpose of obtaining a 
decree contrary to the justice of the case, he may after obtaining the leave of the Court 
intervene and produce evidence to prove the alleged collusion. 

16. (1) When the Proctor desires to show cause against making absolute a decree 
nisi he shall enter an appearance in the suit in which such decree nisi has been 
pronounced and shall within a time to be fixed by the Court file bis plea setting forth the 
grounds upon which he desires to show cause as aforesaid, and a certified copy of his plea 
shall be served upon the petitioner or person in whose favour such dacree has been 
pronounced or his advocate. On entering an appearance the Proctor shall be made a 
party to the proceedings, and shall be entitled to appear in person or by advocate, 

(2) Where such plea alleges a petitioner’s adultery with any named person a certified 
copy of the plea shall be serv^ upon each such person, omitting such part thereof as 
contains any allegation in which the person so served is not named. 

(3) All subsequent pleadings and proceedings in respect of such plea shall be filed 
and carried on in the same manner as is liereinbefore directed in respect of an original 
petition, except as hereinafter provided. 

(4) If the charges contained in the plea of the Proctor are not denied or if no answer 
to the plea of the Proctor is filed within the time limited or if an answer is filed and 
withdrawn or not proceeded with the Proctor may apply forthwith for the rescission of 
the decree nisi and dismissal of the petition. 

17. Where the Proctor intervenes or shows cause against a decree nisi in any 
proceedings for divorce, the Court may make such order as to the payment by other 
parties to the proceedings of the costs incurred by him in so doing, or as to the payment 
by him of any costs incurred by any of the said parties by reason of his so doing, as may 
seem Just, 

18. Any person other than the Proctor wishing to show cause against making 
absolute a decree nisi shall, if the Court so permits, eater an appearance in the suit iA 
which such decree nisi has been pronounced, and at the same time file affidavits setting 
forth the facts upon which he relies. Certified copies of the affidavits shall be served 
upon the parties or the advocate of the party in whose favour the decree nisi has beeA 
pronounced. 

19. The party in the suit in whose favour the decree nisi has been pronounced may 
within a time to be fixed by the Court file affidavits in answer, and the person showing 
cause against the decree nisi being made absolute may within a farther time to be so fixed 
file affidavits in reply* 


Decree Absolute, 

20. No decree nisi for the disBolotioa of a marriage ander the Act ehatl be atitdo 
abaolate till after the expiration of six months from the pronoanolng thereof, if no appeal 
haa been filed within that period, or if any appeal (inoluding an appeal to His Majeaty in 
ponnoil) has been filed, until after the decision thereof. 

2L (1) Apidloation to make absolnte a decree n*8t shall be made to the Oonrt by 
flliiig a petition setting forth that application is made for such decree absolute, which will 
tharoapon be prononnoed in open Oonrt at a time appointed for that parpose. In stipport 
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of Moh application It ina0t be fthown by affidavit filed' with, the saiii petition that no 
proceedings for the dissolution of the marriage have been instituted and are -pending in 
England or Scotland, and that search has been made in the .proper books at the Court up 
to within six days of the time appointed, and that at such time no person had intervened 
or obtained leave to intervene in the suit, and that no appearance has been entered nor any 
aflQdavits filed on behalf of auy person wishing to show cause against the decree nisi being 
made absolute ; and in case leave to intervene had been obtained, or appearance entered 
or affidavits filed op behalf of such person, it must be shown by affidavits what proceed¬ 
ings, if any, have been taken thereon. 

(2) If more than twelve calendar months has elapsed since the date of the decree nm, 
an affidavit by the petitioner, giving reasons for the delay, shall be filed. 


Alimony^ Maintenance and Custody of Children^ 

22. Proceedings relating to alimony, maintenance, custody of children, and to the 
payment, application or settlement of damages assessed by the Court shall be conducted 
in accordance with the provisions of the Indian Divorce Act, 1869, and of the rules made 
thereunder: 

Provided that when a decree is made for the dissolution of a marriage the parties 
to which are domiciled in Scotland, the Court shaJl not make an order for the securing 
of a gross or annual sum of money : 

Provided further that no Court in India shall entertain an application for the modi¬ 
fication or discharge of an order for alimony, maintenance or the custody of children, 
unless the person on whose petition the decree for the dissolution of the marriage was 
pronounced is at the time the application is made resident in India. 


Certifying Officer. 

23. A certificate referred to in sub-section (^) of section 1 of the Act shall be in the 
form set out in the Schedule and shall be signed by a Registrar or Prothonotary of the 
High Courts to which the Act applies, and sealed with the seal of the Court. 


Procedure Oenerally. 

24. Subject to the provisions of these Rules all proceedings under the Act between 
party and party shall be regulated by the Indian Divorce Act and the rules made 
thereunder. 

25, The forms set forth in the Schedule to the Indian Divorce Act, with such 
variation as the circumstances of each case and these Rules may require, may be used for 
the respective purposes mentioned in the Schedule.

Where there is room for doubt whether any action which a 
Government servant proposes to take will contravene this rule, he shall refer 
the matter to the Loeal Government or the authority to which he is 
immediately subordinate, and thereafter shall act in accordance with such 
orders as may be passed by such Local Government or authority. 

** (2) A whole-time Government servant shall not canvass or otherwise interfere or 
use his influence in oonneotion with, or take part in, any election to a legisla¬ 
tive body : 

provided that a Government servant who is qualified to vote at such 
election may exercise bis right to vote, but if he does so, shall give no 
indication of the manner in which he proposes to vote or has voted. 

(3) Save in the case of a whole-time Government servant who, with the permis¬ 
sion, if any, required under any law or order for the time being in force, is a 
candidate for election to a Manioipal Committee, Diet riot Board or other local

Subject ;—Rcjwrt of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces Committee. 

No. 1055. —The Secretary of State for India in Council has sanctioned the proposals 
of the Government of India on the Report of the Auxiliary and Territorial Forces 
Committee (^). 

2. The proposals of the Government of India oonsisted of:— 

(a) Acceptance of the main recommendations of the Committee as summarized 
on pages 37-40 of their report with the following exception :— 

The Government of India did not agree with U>e proposal that the 
Auxiliary Force should have a liability for gene^al military service. 
In conformity with this decision the prop«>sed urban units of the 
Indian Territorial Force will also not be liable for general military 
service. These units are expected to comprise persons whose social 
circumstances and civil allocations may be said to correspond to 
those of the persons from whom the Auxiliary Force is drawn* 


(6) Acceptance of the minor and subsidiary recommendations in the report 
with the following exceptions :— 

(f) It is not proposed to delete sub-section (d) of section 4 of the 
Auxiliary Force Act as recommended by the Committee. This 
sub-section permits the enrolment of persons other than British 
subjects in the Auxiliary Force. 

(tf) The*Government of India have not supported the recommendation 
to be found at the end of paragraph 14 of the report, that 
employers of individuals in the Auxiliary Force should be 
made liable to punishment if they place any hindrance in the 
way of such employees carrying out their training with the 
force. 

(iii) The proposal in paragraph 11 of Annexure A.-I of the report that 
members of the Indian Territorial Force in Burma should be 
exempt from capitation tax is unacceptable to the Government 
of Burma, and has not therefore been supported by the 
Government of India. 


3. The Government of India further submitted for the Secretary of State’s approval 
a proposed expenditure of 10 lakhs on giving effect in the first year to an instalment of 
the recommendations of the Committee. The details of this scheme are set forth in the 
annexure to this resolution. The four units selected for increased training for three 
months in the first year and two mouths in each subsequent year are :—

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It will be seen that the existing U-8iirl 3w]^ will be converted into an 

urban unit, while the 12-2hd Bombay Pioneers, a unit'whi^h baa proved a failure, will 
be disbanded. As the present financial year is now well advanoed it will not be possible 

to introduce this joheme as a whole before the lUt Apriri028 : bat the Government of 

India will endeavour to introduce portions of the schex^e during the current year, if 
funds can be reappropriated for the purpose. Amendments to the Auxiliary Force Act and 
the Indian Territorial Force Act and the rules' under these Acts will be necessary to give 
effect to certain of the recommendations. The anxendments to the Acts will be introduced 
in the Indian Leflrislature daring the winter of 1927-28. 

4, The sanction of His Majesty the King Emperor will be required before the 
changes in forms of commission recommended in paragraph 28 (VII) of the report are 
made. Steps are being taken to obtain this sanction.

NOTICE. 

The Government of Bengal have aanctioned a wcheme for the provision of a detailed 
permanent public health organisation for rural ureas in Bengal. Every district will be 
divided into as many health circles as there are thanus. Every such circle will be supplied 
with an assistant health otlicer* About 600 health circles will be established under the 
sanctioned scheme. The new public health service will be wholly controlled and paid by 
district boards, subsidised from provincial revenues. Subject to local modihcations, the 
proposed standard rate of pay will not exceed Hs, 100 a month, including house allowance 
and travelling allowance. No private practice will be allowed. In addition to a regis* 
trable medical licence, every assistant health oifioer must possess a licence or certificate 
in public health, for which special arrangement will shortly be made by the Bengal Public 
Health Department, Details of this training will be published later for general informa¬ 
tion.

(2) Subject to the condition of previous publication, the Local (h>\ernment may make 
rules nresoribing conditions for the grant, renewal and cancelJtition of certificates of 
competency.

PUBLIC HSALTH DEPARTMENT. 


NOTICE. 

The (lovernuietit of Bengal have sanctioned a scheme for the provision of a detailed 
permanent public health organisation for rural areas in Bengal. Every district will be 
divided into as many health circles as there are thanas. Slvery such circle will be supplied 
with an assistant health officer. About 600 health circles will be established under the 
sanctioned scheme. The new public health service will be wholly controlled and paid by 
district boards, subsidised from provincial revenues. Subject to local modifications, the 
proposed standard rate of pay will not exceed Rs. 100 a month, including house allowance 
and travelling allowance. N^o private practice will be allowed. In addition to a regis¬ 
trable medical licence, every assistant health officer must possess a licence or certificate 
in public health, for which special arrangement will shortly be made by the Bengal Public 
Health Department. Details of this training will be published later for general informa¬ 
tion. Applicants desiring admission to the training class, which will be opened from the

Each application must include testimonials from Professors or other qualified persons, a 
statement of academic qualifications and physical attainments, and an indication of the 
special line of study which the candidate desires to pursue in Europe. Applications must 
he submitted to the Assistant Director of Public Instruction for Muhammadan Education 
within four weeks from the date of this notification. 

7. The selected candidate will be required to supplement this scholarship from his 
own resources so as to bring his available means up to the sum of .£3()0 per annum. 
Besides the scholarship of £200, he will bo provided with one 2nd class sea passage each 
way to and from England at the expense of the Fund. All other ex])enses will have to be 
borne by the candidate himself. 

8. The selected candidate will be required to produce a medical certificate of fitness 
to undergo a course of study abroad. 

9. The selected candidate will be required to deposit a sum of £40 with the High 
Commissioner before his departure from India for his initial expenses. He will hav45 no 
claim to payment of the scholarship until this tleposit has been made. 

10. The scholarship will be payable from the date from which the scholar reports his 
arrival in England. It shall be held subject to good conduct and satisfactory progress and 
may bo terminated at any time on the advice of the High Commissioner.

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NOTIFICATION. 

An Exfimmation iu the Art<and Practice of Teaching for teachers of English subjects 
ia Boys* Secondary Schools (aided and unaided) including Madrasahs in the Chittagong 
Division will be held at the Chittagong Normal School on the 15th September 1927, at 
11 A Bf.y and on the following dale, if necessary. The examination of teachers of verna¬ 
cular subjects and oriental classical languages of the same schools will also be held on the 
same date and at the same place and hour. 

2* The following teachers are eligible for the examinations :— 

(a) Teachers of English subjects, who have passed (i) the Matriculation or some 
higher University examination, or (u) the Middle. English Scholarship 
Examination or the terminal examination at the end of the middle stage of 
instruction. The examination <»f these teachers will be conducted in 
English. 

(5) Teachers of vernacular subjects, who have passed the University examinations 
named in (a) above or the Mi<ldle Vernacular Scholarship Examination, or 
the terminal examination at the end of the middle stage of instruction. The 
examination of these teachers will be conducted in vernjxoular. 

(c) Pandits and Maulvis employed in teaching oriental classical languages other 
than pandits in Sanskrit tols and maulvis in Madrasahs. They must have 
passed the Sanskrit Title Examination or the Final Examination of a senior 
grade Madrasah. The examination in the case of tln^se classes of teachers 
will be conducted either in English or vernacular at the option of the 
candidate. 

3. The examination will consist of— 

(а) A practical examination in class control, the oainltdate beii^g r.Kjuired to keep a 

class of, at least, a dozen boys attentive and fully occupied throughout a 
lesson. 

(5) A practical test of teaching ability, the candidate being required to give twi» 
lessons on any two of the subjects—English, Hengaii, Sanskrit Arabic, 
Persian, Urdu, History, Geography, Arithmetic, Algebra, Geometry, etc. 

(c) An oral examination, in which the inspectin’ of Schools or other examiner will 
ask questions on the Art of Teaching, object lessons, class management, 
organisation and discipline.

4. Intending candidates from high schools and senior Madrasihs should submit 
their applications through the Head Masters or Superintendents, as the case may be, and 
teachers of Middle schools and junior Madrasahs through the Subdivisional Inspectors 
cf Schools, 80 as to reach this office not later than the 10th September 1927. E\ery 
candiiiate will produce at the time of the examination the certificate of his having passed 
the University or other examination, which admits him to the present examination. The

Syllabus In Elamantary Mathematida. 

The course is as follows :— 

(1) Arithmetic. —The whole of arithmetic. (The use of algebraical symbols and 

processes will be permitted.) 

(2) Algebra .—^The four simple rules; Fractions ; Grc'atest Common Measure ; 

Least Common Multiple ; Factors ; Remainder Tbeorom ; I’roportioii; Simple 
Equation of one.or more unknown quantities with easy problems. Quadratic 
Equations, with easy problems and theory of Quadratic Equations, Graphs 
and their applications, (Candidates should be provided with squared 
paper.) 

(3) Practical and Theoretical Geometry* 

The questions on Practical Geometry will be set on the constructions contained in 
the annexed Schedule A, together with easy extensions of them. All figures should be 
drawn accuratedy, for which purpose every candidate should provide himself with a gradu¬ 
ated scale, a pair of set squares, a protractor, a compass and a hard pencil. 

The questions on Theoretical Geometry will deal with the subjects enumerated in 
Schedule B (and may include easy riders and numerical illustrations). Any proof of a 
proposition will be accepted which appears to the examiners to form part of a system¬ 
atic treatment of the subjects. In the proof of the theorems hypothetical constructions 
will be permitted.

By resolution No. 142Edn., dated the 21st January 1918, the Government of Bengal 
constituted the Council of the Calcutta Sanskrit Aimooiation consisting of fifteen ordinary 
members, six representing Calcutta and the Burdwan and Presidency Divisions, six 
representing the Dacca, Chittagong and Rajshahi Divisions, and three representing the 
province of Assam, an<l of five additional members, who would be scholars trained in 
western methods. Under the constitution originally prescribed in 1918 one representative 
of both the Western and Eastern divisions of Bengal should be elected by the pandits 
themselves, the remaining members being appointed by the Governments of Bengal and 
Assam. The President of the Council is appointed by Government, and the Principal of 
the Sanskrit College is the Secretary. The members of the Council appointed by 
Government hold office for one year. The term of office of the members of the Council 
appointed by this de'partment resolution No. 3330Edn., dated the 3()th September 1926, 
will expire on the 29th September 1927, and the Government of Bengal are pleased to 
reconstitute the Council as follows for a period of one year, pending consideration of the

of votes at a meeting of the Council of India held on this 3rd day of Aagust 1927, hereby 
makes the following amoudment to the Fuadameutal Rules, namely :— 

hor rule 45 of the said rules, the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

45. A Local Government may make rules laying down the principles governing 
the allotment to olheers serving uhder its administrative control for use by 
them as residences, of such buildings owned or leased by it, or such portions 
thereof, as the Local Government may make available for the purpose. Such 
rules may lay down different principles for observance iii <liffereut localities 
or in respect of different classes of residences, and may prescribe the circuixifs- 
tances in which such an oflicor shall be considered to be in occupation of a 
residence. 

45A.—I. This rule applies, with effect from the Ist April 1924, to memlx^rs of the 
services and the Government servants holding the posts inclu<led in the schedule to this 
rule and to Government servants who hold in a substantive capacity posts borne uu the 
cadre of the services included therein. 

II. For the purpose of the assessment of rents, the capital cost of a residence owned 
by Government shall include tho cost or value of sanitary, water-supply and oloctric 
iuBtaUations and fittings, but exclude the cost or value of the site (including expenditure 
on its preparation) ; and shall be either— 

(a) the cost of acquiring or constructing the residence and any capital expon<liture 
incurred after acquisition or construction ; or, when this is not known, 

(5) the present value of the residence. 

NOTK.—The cost of restoration or special repairs shall not be ad<]ed to ^japital cost 
of present value, unless/such restoration or repairs add to accommodation or involve 
replacement of the existing type of work hj^ work of a more expensive character. 

Provided that— 

(*) a Local Government may make rules providing the manner in which the 
present value of residences shall be determined ; 

(a) a Local Government may make rules determining what expenditure is to bo 
regarded, for the purpose of sub-clause (a) above, as expenditure upon the 
preparation of a site ; 

(ill) a Local Government may, for reasons which should be recorded, authorise a 
revaluation of all residences of a specified class or classes within a specified 
area to be (5ondncted under the rules referred to in proviso (0 above, and 
may revise the capital cost of any or all such residences on the basis of such 
revaluation ; 

(ii;) the capital cost, howsoever calculated, shall not take into consideration (1) any 
charges' on account of establishment and tools and plant other than such as 
were actually charged direct to the work in cases in which the residence was 
constructed by Government, or (2) in other oases, the estimated amount of 
such charges ; 

(v) a Local Government may, for reasons which should be recorded, write off a 
specified portion of tbe capital cost of a residence— 

(1) w'hen a portion of the residence must be set aside, by the officer to whom 

the residence is allotted, for the reception of official and iiun-official 
visitors visiting him on business, or 

(2) when it is satisfied that the capital cost, as determined under the above 

rules, would be greatly in excess of the proper value of the accommoda¬ 
tion provided ; 

(vi) in assessing the Qost or value of the sanitary, water-supply and electric in¬ 
stallations and fittings, a Local Government may by rules determine what are 
to be regarded as fittings for this purpose. 
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III. The standard rent of a residence shall be calculated as follows 

(а) In the case of leased residences the standard rent shall be the sum paid to the 

lessor an addition determined under rules which a Local Government 
may make, for illeeting during the period of lease, such charges for both 
ordinary and special maintenance and repairs and for capital expenditure on 
additions or alteratioUs as may bo a charge on Government and for the 
interest on such capital expenditure, as also for municipal and other taxes 
payable by Government. 

(б) In the case of residences owned by Government, the standard rent shall be 

calculated on the capital cost of the residence, and shall bo either— 

(i) a percentage of such capital cost oqual to such rate of interest as may from 
time to time be fixed by the Secretary of State in Council plus an 
addition for municipal anti oth^r taxes payable by Government and for 
both oriiinary anti special maiiiteuance autl re()air8, such addition being 
determined under rules which a Local Government may make, or 

(ti) 6 per cent, per annum of such capital cost, whichever is less. 

(c) In both cases standard rent shall be expressed as standard for a calendar 
month and shall be equal to one-twelfth of the annual rent as calculated 
above, subject to the proviso that, in special localities or in respect of special 
classes of residence, a Local Government may fix a standard rent to cover a 
period grtiater than one month but n<>t greater than one year. Where a 
Local Government takes action under this proviso standard rent so fixed 
shall not be a larger proportion of the annual rent than the proportion 
which the period of occupation as prescribed under clause I above bears to 
one year. 


Note 1.— For the purpose of sub-clauses (a) and {7j) above, the additions for both 
ordinary and special maintenance and repairs shall not include anything for the establish- 
iiiHiit and tools and plant charges, except to the extent allowed under proviso to 

clause 11. 

Note 2.—A Local (iovernment may by rule permit minor additions and alterations, 
the cost of which tioes not exceed a prescribed percentage of the capital cost of the 
THsidence, to be made during snch period as the rule may determine, without the rent of 
the residence being increased.

(f) grouping, after the standard rents have been calculated under the revisions 
of clause III above, a number of residences, whetVier in a particular 
area or of a particular class or classes, for the purpose of assessment of 
rent, subject to the following conditions Vieing fulfilled :— 

(1) that the ])aBis of assessment is uniform ; and 

(2) that the amount taken from any officer shall not exceed 10 per cent, of 

his monthly emoluments ; 

(if) taking a rent in excess of that prescribed in sub-clauso (/;) above from an 
officer— 

(1) who is not required or permitted to reside on duty at the 8tuti<ni at 

which the residence is supplied to him, or 

(2) who, at his own request, is supplied with accommodation which 

exceeds that which is appropriate to the status of the post bold by 
him, or 

(3) who is in receipt of a compensatory allowance granted on account of 

, dearness of living. 
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V. In apeoisl oiroumatanoea, for reaaona which , ahoaid be recorded, a Looal 
Government— 

(а) may, by general or apeoial order, grant rent-free accommodation to any oflScer 

or class of oflBcera, or 

(б) may, by special order, waive or rednce the amount of rent to be recovered from 

any officer. 


VI. If fi residence is supplied with services, other than water-supply, sanitary op 
electric installations and fittiiitfs, such as furniture, tennis court, or garden maintained at 
the coft of Government, rent shall be charged for these in addition to the rent payable 
under clause IV. The tenant will also be required to pay meter hire and the cost of the 
water, electric energy, etc., consumed. A Looal Government may make rules prescribing 
how the additional rents and charges shall be determined, and such rules may also 
authorise the remission or reduction of the additional rent or charge in special circum- 
stances for reasons which should be recorded. 

VII. A Local Government may by rule prescribe that this rule shall apply, with 
effect from any date not earlier than the first of April 11)24, to any Govoruinent servant or 
class,of Government servants other than those mentioned in the rule. 

VIII. Nothing contained in this rule shall so operate as to require payment of rent, 
for the occupation of residences supplied by Government, by those servants of the Crown 
in India who have been exempted from such payment by order of the Secretary of State 
in Council, or to affect the amount of rent or charges payable by those servants of the 
Crown in India, in whose case the amount so payable is prescribed by the Secretary of 
State in Council. 

4.5B.—I. This rule applies to Government servants other than those to whom rule 45A 
applies or is made applicable under the provisions of clause VII of that rule, or than 
those occupying residences belonging to a State Railway, or rented at the cost of railway 
revenues. 

II, For the purposes of sub-clause (5) of olauso III, the capital cost of a residence

(tii) a Local Government may, for reasons which should bo recorded, authorise

(vt) in assessing the cost or value of the sanitary, water-supply and electric 
installations and fittings, a Local Government may, by rules, determine 
what are to be regarded as fittings for this purpose.

(a) In the case of leased residences the standard rent shall be the snm paid to the

Note 2 ,—A Local Government may by rule permit minor additions aind alterations!

IV. When Government supplies a Government servant with a residence leased or 
owned by Government, the following conditions shall be observed ;— 

{(t) The scale of accommodation supplied shall not, except at the ofiBcer’s own 
request, exceed that which is appropriate to the status of the occupant. 

{h) Unless in any case it be otherwise expressly provided in these rules, he shall 
pay rent for the residence, and such rent shall be tho standard rent, as 
defined in clause III above, or 10 per cent, of his emoluments, whichovtir 
is less. 

(c) Nothing contained in clause (/;) above shall operate to prevent a Local Govern¬ 
ment from— 

(t) grouping, after the standard rents have been calculated under the provisions 
of clause III above, a number of residences, whether in a particular area, 
or of a particular ehiss or classes for the purpose of assessment of rent, 
subject to the following conditions being fulfilled :— 

(1) that the basis of assessment is uni form, and 

(2) that the amount taken from any Government servant shall not exceed

(ii) taking a rout in excess of 10 per cent, of his emoluments from a Govern¬

(1) who is not under its own administrative control, or 

(2) who is not required or permitted to reside on duty at the station at which 

the residence is supplied to him, or 

(3) who, at his own request, is supplied with accommodation which exceeds 

that which is appropriate to the status of the post held by him, or 

(4) who is in receipt of a compensatory allowance granted on account of 

dearness of living. 

V. In special circumstances, for reasons which should be recorded, a Local 
Government— 

(a) may, by general or special order, grant rent-free accommodation to any 
Government servant or class of Government servants, or 
(&) may, by special order, waive or reduce the amount of rent to be recovered from 
any Government servant. 

VL If a residence is supplied with one or more of the following or similar services, 
furniture, installations (including fittings) for water or electricity supply or for sanitary 
purposes, tennis court, or garden maintained at the coat of Government, rent shall be 
charged for these in addition to the rent payable under clause IV. The tenant will also 
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be required to pay meter hire and the cost o£ the water, electric energy, etc., consumed. 
A Local Government may make rules prescribing how the additional rents and charges 
shall be determined^ and such rules may also authorise the*remission or redaction of the 
additional rent or charge in special circumstanoes for reasons which should be recorded. 

VII. Nothing contained in this rule shall so operate as to require payment of rent 
for the occupation of residences supplied by Government, by those servants of the Crown 
in India who have been exempted from such payment by order of the Secretary of State 
in Council, or to alFect the amount of rent or charges payable by those servants of the 
Crown in India, in whose case the amount so payable is prescribed by the Secretary of 
State in Council. 

4.'iC. For the purpose of Buies 45A and 45B, emoluments ” means :— 

(i) Pay ; 

(if) Fees (other than overtime fees) and commission if they are received in addition 
to pay as part of the authorised remuneration of a post ; 

{Hi) Compensatory allowances, other than travelling allowance, whether drawn 
from general revenues or from a local fund ; 

(in) Exchange Compensation Allowance ; 

(y) Pension, other than a pension drawn under the provisions of Chapter XXXYIII, 
Civil Service Regulations, or compensation received under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, 1923, as subsequently amended. 

It does not include allowances attached to the Victoria Cross, the Military Cross, the 
Order of British India or the Indian Order of Mfprit. 

Note 1. —The emoluments of a Government servant paid at piece-work rates shall be 
determined in such manner as the Local Government may prescribe. 

Note 2.—The emoluments of an officer on leave mean the emoluments drawn by him 
for the last complete calendar mouth of duty performed by him prior to his departure uii 
leave.”

PUBLIC health department. 


NOTICE. 

The Governraont of Bengal have sanctioned a scheme for the provision of a detailed 
periuanent public health organisation for rural ureas in Bengal. Every district will be 
divided into as many health circles as there are thanas. Every such circle will bo supplied 
with an assistant health otlicer. About 600 health circles will be established under the 
sanctioned scheme. The new public health service will be wholly controlled and paid by 
district boards, subsidised from provincial revenues. Subject to local moditicationB, the 
proposed standard rate of pay will not exceed Rs. 100 a month, including house allowance 
and travelling allowance. No private practice will be allowed. In addition to a regis¬ 
trable medical licence, every assistaut health oifioer must possess a licence or certificate 
in public health. Cor which special arrangement will shortly be made by the Bengal Public 
Health Department. Details of this training will bo published later for general informa¬ 
tion. Applicants desiring admission to the training class, which will be opened from the

Report. 

The petitioner filed an application to have the election of the Respondeat Maulvi 
Abdul Gofran set aside on variotis allegations of corrupt practices on the part of the latter 
to secure his election. Notice of this application with a copy of the petition was sent for 
service on each of the respondents, and the application was also published in the Calcutta 
Gazette. Respondent No. 1, Maulvi Abdul Gofran, appeared by pleader. To Respondent 
No. 2, the notice with a copy of the original petition was sent to his residence in the town 
of Noakhali. He was not found at home and tbe notice and the copy were affixed in his 
Baitakhana ghar on the 4th March 1927. The service not being considered sufficient, a 
fresh notice was served on 15th March 1927. This time, the brother of Respondent No. 2 
Mr. Obaidulla gave his Calcutta address, and again a notice was sent by post under a 
registered cover. This time the notice was taken by a third party and a fresh notice 
was again sent by post under a registered cover. On this occasion the acknowledgment 
purported to have been signed on 31st March 1927 by Mr. Obaidulla himself and the 
service was considered sufficient. Mr. Obaidulla, however, did not enter appearance in 
the case. 

Maulvi Abdul Gofran, Respondent No, 1, filed a written statement on the 2nd April 
1927, denying the tiuth of the allegations about corrupt practices made in his petition by 
Haji Abdur Rasehid Khan and issues were formed in the presence of the pleaders of both 
sides. The petitioner informed the Commissioners that the number of his witnesses 
would exceed 300, and out of this number 278 were of Noakhali. The petitioner prayed 
that one of the Commissioners might be deputed to examine these witnesses at Noakhali. 
This application was opposed by Respondent No, 1, The Commissioners considered that 
the examination of such large majority of witnesses by one Commissioner in the 
absence of the others was not desirable and the prayer was refused. Then the 
petitioner cited 242 witnesses, while Respondent No. 1 cited 317 wituesses. The 
witnesses cited by the petitioner were actually summoned by batches for successive 
dates, while the Respondent No. 1 was to take out summons for his witnesses for attend¬ 
ance from the 9th May. The hearing was to commence on the 28th April, on w’hioh 
date, the petitioner filed a petition for withdrawing tbe case and the witnesses for

Mr. Obaldnlla had left In Jia on or about the 16th April 1927 and that he had entered the 
service of Hi| Majesty the Amir as an Engineer. Under Order ft, Rule 25 of the Civil 
Prooedare Code, the notice was sent to Mr. Obaidalla toi the address supplied by the 
petitioner, namely, ‘‘Mining Engineer, care of Secretary to His Majesty the Amir of 
AfganiSthan, Kabul ”, under a registered cover and was posted in the Barisal post office 
on 7th May 1927. No acknowlodgiuent of the receipt of the notice has been received, but 
we consider that having regard to the common course of business it may be presumed that 
the notice reached Mr. Obaidulla. 

Nobody appeared to oppose the application for withdrawing the case. The grounds 
mentioned for the application is that Mr. Obaidulla is a material witness on behalf of the 
petitioner; that he left India on or about the 16th April 1927 ; that another witness 
Abdul Raschid was dead ; that recently there was a bereavement in the family of the 
petitioner and that his witnesses being his relations were unwilling to appear as witnesses 
on account of suoh bereavement; that the petitioner and the opposite party No, 1 being 
relations, it was necessary in the interest of the family harmony that the case should not 
proceed further, and lastly that the expenses of the case would be very heavy. 

The Commissioners thought that having regard to the grounds on. which the prayer 
was based, it should be allowed and we accordingly permitted the petitioner to vnthdraw 
the case. The notice of this permission to withdraw was published in the Oalcutta 
Oozette of the 9th June and no one applied to be substituted as petitioner in place of 
Haii Abdur Rusohid Khan and to continue the case. 

As the allegations in the petition of Haji Abdur Rashid Khan have not been suMtan- 
tiated by evidence, under Rule 45 (2), we beg to report that tho returned candidate Maulvi 

Abdul Qofran has been duly elected. , 

The pleader for Maulvi Abdul Gofran did not press for costs and in permitting the 
netilioner to withdraw the case, the Commissioners mailo no order as to costs 
Lrtv We beg to recommend that neither party should get costs. A witu^s for the 
Ltitloner appeared and was awarded Rs. 11-7 as costs The petitioner's ple^ er agreed 
that this amount and four annas for transraissioii of the money, total Rs.

STATEMENT OF OBJEOTS AND REASONS. 


It in uiiirersally admitted that there is ui^gent necessity for a great imiirovement 
in the (condition of piimuiy education in Bengal as the present system makes but little 
impression on the illiteracy of the jntJViiice. There is little, if any, definite orgaiusu- 
tion of the meagre lesources that are now available; small schools springing up hero 
and there, have a fitful existence for u few years; children attending with no regularity 
usually leave s<‘hool before any real progress towards literacj^ has been made. But 
above all one finds that the teachers are paid such n miserable pittance that this profes¬ 
sion is taken up only as a last resort and^ by the poorest type. 

2. To remedy this state of affairs, some atteni])ts hove already been made. In 1919 
a Primary Education Bill, of which the author was Mr. Sureiulra Nath Bay of Behala, 
was passed, but it has been practically a dead letter, because the necessity of finding 
funds was left fo the option of local bodies. Similarly, the scheme prepared by 
Mr. Biss under whic^h Government pays half the cost—both capital and recurring— 
towards primary education in any town or Union has made little headway, because 
local bodies will not take the responsibility -of finding even half tlu* necessary funds. 
In the light of this experience it is clear that something much more drastic must be 
tried. Taxation cannot be left to the option of each local authority; it must be 
compulsory, if any step ^forward is to be take^i for this vital work. 

3. ^ The present Bill was based in the first instance on the Madras Elementary 

Education Act, 1920 (Madras Act VIII of 1920), but differs from that statute in many 
important features. It ivS confined to the rural districts of Bengal because both the 
system of taxation and the system of control must be different, in municipalities from 
that in the country, and even now any municipality, if it cares, has complete power of 
extending primary education under the Bengal Primary Education Act, 1919 (Bengal 
Act IV of 1919). * V » 

4. The objects of the Bill in brief are— 

(1) to provide a central authority for each district to control primary education, 

(2) to raise the funds necessary to go a long way—if nt>t the wdiole way—towards 

universal pi-imai'y education, and 

(3) to provide for compul8oi*y attendance at school. 


6. Chapter II deals with the new controlling body—the District School Board— 
which has beeu comijosed to combine the greatest administrative efficiency with the 
best local village experience. This body will in the first instancre be vsornewhat under 
official contiol, since the stai*t of such a vast scheme would require the best administra¬ 
tive experience available. Nine years after the inti‘oductiou of the Act it is expected 
that the scheme will be working in a more or less routine manner so that official control 
can be greatly relaxed. 

6. The first duties of this Board will be to survey the situation and find out 
exactly .how schools must be selected, constructed or enlarged so that the children of 
the district can have educational facilities in the most economical and efficient Dianiier. 
^l^rther, the Board will have to train teachers on a large scale for this work and this 
will have to be taken in hand from the start, bec^ause if such teachers are lac^king, schools 
will be of little use. When the schemes and teachers are ready, schools must be erected 
and teachers selected and paid. From this brief survey of the preliminary work of 
the Board it is clear that all portions of the Act cannot be brought into use at one 
and the same time. Ip all probability there will be no imposition of the cess until at 
least a couple of years after the intitiduction of the Act, because it will take at least 
that time to prepare the schemes and train teachers. For this reason power has been 
taken to bring the Act into force m whole or in part on different dates in different 


7. In this province the greatest difficulty in connection with the advance of 
pnmary education has been the want of money; so if any advance has to be made in this 
direction new money must be found. It is proposed to do this by the levy of a primary 
education cess on exactly the same lines ns the roads and public works cesses, the 
proceeds of which, amounting to about a crore per annum, will be earmarked for 
primary education. The cess proposed will fall mainly on the cultivator who will 
pay four pice in the rupee of rent and partly on the landlord who will pay one pice. 
As this cess does not touch those who derive income from trade, business or profession, 
a special section has been introduced to empower each district magistrate to assess

Claujfe 1 extends the Bill to the whole, of Bengal outside municipal areas and gives 
power to the Loi’al Government to bring it. into force in whole or in part in such dis- 
tricts and on surh dates as the Tiocal Government i^ay direct. 

Clause 2 eonsisis of neoessai’y definitions of whicji the most important is that of 
** child which includes both boys and girls. 

Clavae 3. —By the constitution specified in this clause the non-official element will 
be at least two-thirds of the Board. The mwisos in the clause ensure the diminution 
of official <*untrol when the public has had experience of the s(*heine. 

Clause 4 gives the usual power to the‘Local Government to appoint members of 
the Board in default of election. 

Clause r) provides for an appointed President in the first instance and thereafter 
for one elected by the members of the Board. 

Clause 7.—^The first sub-cdause prescribes how a member may resign and when the 
resignation shall take effect. The second states the term of office and the third provides 
* for the continuance of the old members in office till the new ones have been actually 
appointed or elected. 

Clause 8. — Sul^dause (1) gives the Government the usual power to remove mem¬ 
bers fixjm the Board in certain circumstances while suh-elause (2) gives power to the 
Government to fix a period during which a pei*soif so removed shall not be eligible for 
re-appointment or re-election. 

Clause 9 contains the usual provisions for providing for vacancies in the Board 
that may arise. 

Clause 10 provides for the payment of travelling allowun<'eH to (certain members 
of the Board and its establishment. As the majority of the members will come from 
villages in the interior it is essential that they should be given every facility for 
attending. 

Clmtse 11, —The incorporation of a Board is necessary in order to carry d^t'^e 
purposes of the proposed Act. 

Clause 12 empowers the President oi* the Vice-President to preside at the meetings, 
or ill their absence, gives tlie members power to ele<.t one of themselves to preside. 

Clause 13 makes the meetings of the Board open to the public. This is intended 
to attract public interest in these meetings. 

Cl4zuse 14 contains the usual provision that members shall not vote on matters in 
which they have a personal or jiBcuniaiy interest. 

Clause 13 gives power to the President to (^aiTy on the executive work of the 
Board and provides for the delegation of his duties to the Vice-President. Provision has 
been made in sub-clause {4) for the exercise by the Vice-President of all the functions 
of the President when the latter\s office is vacant. 

Clause 16 gives power to the Board to make their own regulations for the ordinary 
<*onduct of business at meetings. This clause should be read with clause 59 (2) (//). 
The more important matters are provided in the latter <dausft and the rules framed 
thereunder must be made by Government. In the les? important matters the Board 
is left to make its own regulations. Sub-tdause (2) makes it clear that none of the 
regulations under this clause can override the rules framed by Government. 

Clause 17 gives to the Commissioner of a Division power similar to that which 
he has with regard to municipuHttes to prevent any action by the Board in excess of 
powers conferred by law. 

Clause 18 empowers the Government to order the Board to perform its duty in cose 
of default; and if necessary to apiKiint a person to carry out such duty if tie Board 
neglects to carry <mt the order of the Government, 

Clause 19 gives the Government power, if the Board is not performing its duties 
under the Act, to bring into being a new Board. Sub-clause (2) proviSs for the 
interregnum between the supersession of the Board and the filling of the vacancies 
as a result of fresh nominations or elections. 

Clause 20 lays down the duties of the District School jBoard in the matter of 
providing for the extension of primary education throughout the district, and in 
the control thereof either directly or through the agencies of Union Boards and 
Panchayats. Sub-clause (!) (//) makes provision for pensions and a provident fund 
for the establishment of the Board and teachers in primary schools. 

Clauses 21 and 22 are intended to keep the Government in touch with the progress 
made in each district. 

Clause 23 provides for the appointment of the necessary staff and its control by 
the District School Board. 

Clause This follows the Bengal Cess Act veiy closely and the rate of cess 
prescribed will yield, roughly, one crore of rupees a year. 
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Clau$e 2S -—^Thifi clauBe » intended to simplify t]^a piocedure of the irealization of 
the primary education cess wKich will be paid automatically along with the road and 
' Kc woraa cesses. 

^ Sub-clause (2 ),—^As in the case of the existing cesses the aamindars will pay the 
entire amount of the cess less the usual deduction of one pice for every rupee oi the 
revenue. 

Sub-clawes (3) and (4) provide for payments by the intermediate tenure-holders 
and the cultivating raiyat. 

The cess has been distributed between various parties on two principles : (t) on 
the benefit received and (2) on the ability to pay. Admittedly, practically the whole 
benefit will be received by the cultivators of Bengal, while, "generally speaking, the 
cess will press less heavily on them than on the tenure-holders or zammdars. The 
amount of deduction to which the aamiudars and tenure-holders are entitled is based 
on the portion of the total cess paid by them. 

Clause 26 .—^The provisions of this clause, read with those of clause 32, ensure that 
the money collected will not be diverted to any purpose other than that of primaiy 
education. 

Clause 27.—This is a general clause bringing the administration of the new cess 
within the provisions of the existing Cess Act, 1880. 

Clause 28 .—As the Cess Act, 1880, only affects the owners or occupiers of real 
property, it was necessary to bring in some provision to ensure that those whose 
incomes were derived from trade, business or profession, should not be exempted. For 
this purpose a summary procedure is proposed, based on the Chaukidari and Union 
Board assessment No appeal is allowed from the assessment of the distric^t magis¬ 
trate but the amount of tax is limited under this clause to Ks. 100 per annum. The 
amount of tax so assessed shall be communicated to the Union Board or Panrhayet for 
realization just as a precept is sent to the parish council in England by one of the 
superior authorities. 

Sub-clause (4) empowers the Union Boards or Panchayats to recover aireurs as in 
the the existing rates. Suh-clause (H) should stimulate collections as it allows 

15 per «nt. of the amount realised to he retained by the local bodies, while avh- 
clause {€) provides that the money will be safely lodged with the Primary Education 
Fund of the district. 

Clause 30 enumerates the various sources of income which may be credited to the 
District Primary Education Fund including the various Government grants, the 
proceeds of the primary education cess, and the tax imposed under clause 28 and all 
other sums that may be credited to this Fund under the provisions of this Bill. 

Clause 31 states the objects on which the Fund may be spent. By putting in tlie 
forefront the payment of interest upon loans raised for the purposes of the Act, the 
Board should be able to raise loans when net^essary at a very low rate of interest. 

The next two payments are connected with the collection of the cess, while the 
fourth ensures that the all-important work of audit shall not be hampered for want of 
funds. 

Clause fifthly provides for the Board’s establishment and the provident fund 
contributions for all the employees whether clerks oi* teachers. 

Cla/use siatihly allows for the* payment of travelling allowances to the members of 
the Board and its establishment which will be essential if the local representatives are 
to take a real part in the working of the Board. 

All the above items are for comparatively small sums of money, while the main 
expenditure will be incuri'ed under clause seventhly for the cost of construction, equip¬ 
ment and maintenance of primary schools. 

Clause 32 .—^This clause provides safeguards against the misapplication of the 
money by ensuring that all sums are promptly credited to the Fund and that payments 
can be made only on a regular procedure. 

Clause 33 .—This clause provides for a regular budget being submitted every year 
so that the Government can see that no Board is misapplying its finances. 

Clause Jrf.—This clause and the succeeding clauses up to 43 follow the provisions 
of the English Public Health Act of 1876 and have been inserted to ensure that the 
Primfiry Education Fund can -be diverted from its real object only at considerable 
personal risk of the person responsible for that diversion—whether he be a Government 
servant or not. 

This clause will enable the accounts of each Board being kept in a uniform manner 
and in consoiiahce with the general finances of the province. 

Clause 35 provides for an annual audit. 

Clause 36 .-—To i-ender the audit effective, it is essential that the accounts should 
open to the inspection of the public so that any matters about which therf? are doubts 
or suspicions can be brought before the auditor. Sub-clause (2) will ensure that the 
accounts are made up to date. 

Clause 37 contains another provision to ensure the publicity of the audit. 
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Clause 38. Sub-clause (J) enablefi tlie ^auditor io call for any document that may be 
neceesary, and g-ires him power to make hie inquiries into the questions that may arise 
during the audit effective. Suh^clause {2) contains a sanction which will lend force 
to his directions. 

Clause 39 will enable any person to bring any objection about the accounts before 
the auditor. 

Clause 40 .—Under this clause the auditor shall not only decide w’’hether^ any 
money hu^ been properly spent or not, but, it has been wrongfully sjjent, he will go 
a stej) rurther and ascertain who is to blame and for what sum he is liable in connec¬ 
tion with this action. Under sub-clause {2) the auditor is given similar powers with 
regard to those who have caused loss to the Board by failing to ciedit any sums that 
are due to the Primary Education Fund. 

(lause 41 .—Against the orders of the auditor one appeal will lie and that to the 
C’ommissioner of the Division. As this officer knows the circumstances of the district 
better ilian any other, he seems to be a suitable person to decide such appeal. Under 
sub-clause (2) a discretionary power is given to him of condoning offences. In England 
such power is vested in the Ministry of Health and is very widely exercised in cases 
where genuine mistakes have arisen and the^ has been no deliberate dishonesty or 
gross )iegligence. Especially on the introduction of the Act when people are still 
strange to the new procedure and i*uleB for expenditure, it is uecessaiy i)iat the Com¬ 
missioner of the Division should have wide powers of making allowances for inexper¬ 
ience, etc. ♦ 

Cla'iise 42 .—^Under this clause the procedure has been given for the payment of 
sums .'Certified by the auditor to be due to the District Primary Education Fund, v'hile 
sub-clause (-2) provides for a speedy remedy against all persons who make default of 
payment. 

Clause 43 makes certain that no delay will occur in bringing the results of the 
audit to fhe notice of both the Government and the District School Board. 

Clause 44 gives power to the District School Board to delegate its x^owers to Union 
Boards and Chaukidari Paiichayats as their agents for carrying on the work in connec¬ 
tion with Primary Education within the area under their control. As the Union 
Boards and Panchayats vary very greatly in quality, it is clear that such discretion 
must be left with the central authority in each district. By this means also the funds 
are concentrated and accounts simplified. Such delegation will doubtless be used as 
far as possible but it is essential, especially at the stai^t of this scheme, to keep control 
over procedure within the district as vSiinple and com^entrated as possible. / 

Clause 45 .—The incorporation of a Panchayat is necessary under the proposed Act 
for the purpose of carrying out its functions. 

Clause 46 will enable Union Boards to transfer property or contract under certain 
presciibed conditions. 

Clause 47 .—This clause enables any school to apply for recognition as a primary 
school under the Act and empowers schools to appeal to a higher authority if they 
are dissatisfied with the decisions of the Board. 

Sub-clause {4) will enable the Board to recognise at once without waiting for 
Applications all the satisfactory existing primary schools. 

Clause 48 makes provision for primary schools, ufider private arrangement, to 
obtain grants-in-aid which will enable them to develop their work on their own 
individual lines. 

Clause 49 .—Before declaring primary education compulsory within an area, 
Government must be satisfied that there are schools and teachers sufficient for all the 
children in the area concerned and must consult the local authority in the area. 

' Clause 50 .—Fees cannot be levied upon children who are compelled by law to 
attend school and this'clause merely enforces that principle. 

Clause 51 .—Under this clause Government is given the power of exempting 
persons or classes of persons from the compulsion of sending their childi‘en to school. 
Presumably girls might be exempted at first, while boys would have to attend. 

Clause 52 .—This lays the duty on the guardian of sending his child to school, 

Clatise 53 enumerates the cases in which a guardian may be reasonably exempted 
from taking action under clause 52. 

Of these exemptions especial notice should be taken of sub-clause {6). As the 
children ere very largely employed during the special periods of agricultural opera¬ 
tions and as such periods vary not only frt>m district to district but within the district, 
it is necessary to empower the Board to grant exemptions so that all, if necessary, may 
help their families at this important time. 

Clause 54 .—This clause puts the responsibility of enforcing attendance on the 
Union Boards or Panchayats concerned. 
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Clause 55 prescribes tbe procedure by wblcb tbe Atteadance Committee can brii^ 
cases of default on the part of guardians to the notice of the magistrate. Under 
clause {2) of this clause the ina^strate can direct the attendance of a child at school 
if he is satisfied that the complaint is well founded. 

Clause 66 ,—This clause takes us a step further when if the action taken both by 
the Attendance Committee and by the magistrate has failed to force the guardian to 
present his child at the school, the magistrate can convict the guardian and sentence 
him. 

Clause 67 .—In this form and safeguarded by the proviso, it is hoped to provide 
religious instructions in schools for young children without emphasising religious 
differences. 

Clause 61 contains the usual provision about indemnity. 

Clause 62 is the usual clause collecting in one place the various provisions relating 
to the rule-making powers. 

Clause 63 and the Schedule contain the consequential amendments necessary in 
other enactments.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

In paragraph 2 of Chapter 30 of their Report the Civil Justice Committee reoommend 
inter alia that in cases where orders in execution of money decrees are passed under 
section 47 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, on pleas by the judgment-debtor that 
payment or part payment had been made, there should be no appeal from such orders 
when passed by specially empowered munsifs or corresponding officers up to a limit of 
Rs. 200, and by Subordinate Judges or corresponding officers up to a limit of Hs. 500. 
The Bill seeks to give effect to this recommendation by an amendment of section 96 of the 
Code. As the Code, however, does not provide for the classification of subordinate Courts, 
a limit of Rs. 2,000 has been adopted to indicate the difference between the two classes of 
Courts with final jurisdiction.

declaring such person to be fit to be entrusted with the duties of compoundiilg, mixing, 
preparing and selling drugs in any shop or place registered in pursuance either of 
section 952 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, or of section 413 of the Calcutta Municipal 
Act, 1923. 

2. Orant of oertiffoates aftar axamlnation. —A certificate may, subject to the 
conditions hereinafter prescribed, be granted to any person, declaring him to be fit to be 
entrusted with the duties of compounding, mixing, preparing, dispensing and setling 
drugs in any shop or place as aforesaid, 

3. Conditions for tho grant of eortifioates. —No certificate shall be granted under 
rule 2 to any person unless he possesses the preliminary oducational qualifications, 
completes the prescribed course of training and passes the examinations specified in 
rules 4, 5 and 8, respectively. 

4. Preliminary educational quafifieattone.— Only those candidates who have passed 
the Matriculation Examination of a recognised Indian University, or an examination 
accepted by the Governing Body of the State Medical Faculty of Bengal as equivalent 
thereto, shall be admitted into the institutions authorised for the training of compounders : 

Provided that the Governing Body may relax the provision of this rule in favour of 
female candidates and candidates from Darjeeling and the Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

5. CourM of training. —The course of training shall be of two years’ duration :— 


(a) The first year of training shall be spent at one of the institutions specified in 
rule 6, during which period instruction will be given in Materia Medica, in 
reading prescriptions and writing labels fiom prescriptions, in the laws 
regulating the sale of poisons, in doses, incompatibilities and the recognition 
of drugs and in Practical Pharmacy. In every institution in the epurse of 
ir.^ o* « T» year a minimum of 50 lectures, 50 

f e amen m orm demonstrations and 100 practical classes shall 

be held. Every student shall attend at least 75 per cent, of the total number 
of lectures, demonstrations and practical classes held. This course of 
training will be followed by the First Examination. 

(h) The second year of training will be taken after passing the First Examination 
and will consist of an apprenticeship for a period of one year in a chemists* 
or druggists’ establishment, or hospital or charitable dispensary, which has 
aheady been dnly recognised for this purpose or may hereafter be recognised 
by the Governing Body of the State Medical Faculty of Bengal. The 
Governing Body shall fix the number of apprantioes who may be under 
training at any one time in each establishment or institution. A certificate 
of enrolment as apprentice oomponnder in Form A in the schedule to these 
rules must be submitted within one month by the head of the establishment 
or institution to the institution in which the apprentice compounder under¬ 
went the first year of his training. At the conolusioii of an apprenticeship 
of one year the Second or Final Examination will be passed.

1. If the Agent of a Branch of the Imperial Hank of India at which treasury work 
is conducted wishes to deposit the duplicate keys of the treasury strong room or currency 
chest in the Government treasury, the Agent or other officer in charge of the Branch of 
the Imperial Bank shall personally deliver a sealed packet purporting to contain such 
duplicate keys to the Treasury Officer in charge of the Saiar Treasury and obtain his 
receipt. 

2. The receipt of the Treasury Officer shall merely acknowledge the receipt of a 
sealed packet and before signing the receipt the Treasury Officer shall satisfy himself 
that the seals are intact. 

3. On receipt of the sealed packet, the Treasury Officer will place the same in double 
locks and enter the transaction in a register, preferably the register of valuables. Such 
register will contain a column for description in which the Treasury Officer will note 
with his own hand the number of seals and date of consigoment to doable locks. 

4. The sealed packet shall not bo taken out of doable locks excapt on personal 
application by the Agent or other offic.-^r in charge of the Branch of the Imperial Bank 
and by the Branch Khazanobee (or head shroff or head cash-keeper) (or his duly 
appointed uaib). On such joint application the Treasury Officer shall deliver the packet 
to the Agent or other officer and Khazanohee or head shroff or head cash-keeper) (or 
his uaib) only and then oa receiving the joint receipt of the Agent or other officer and 
Ehazanohee (or head shroff or head cash-keeper) (or his naib) for it. 

5. The Agent or other officer in charge of the Branch of the Imperial Bank shall 
periodically and in any case at periods of not less than six months, verify the presence 
of the sealed packet in the doable locks of the treasury, and shall satisfy himself that the 
seals are intact. 

6. The Treasury Officer shall periodically verify, and in any case at periods of not 
less than six months, the presence of the sealed packet and satisfy himself that the seals 
are intact. He shall also verify its presence whenever there is a change in the charge of 
the treasury. In the latter case the out-going and in^coming Treasnry Officers shall 
personally hand over and take charge of the sealed packet and shall sign the register 
mentioned in rule 3 to this effect.

Draft Rules. 

1. These rules may be cited as “ The Bengal Factories Kules, 1927.” 

PART I. 

Definitions. 

2. Definitions. —In these rules— f 

(a) “ the Act” means the Indian Factories Act, 1911 (XII of 1911) ; / 

((>) “ section ” means a section of the Act; > 

(c) manager ” means a person responsible to the occupier for tj|o 

working and condition of a factory ; ^ 

(d) “ Schedule Worker ” means anyiperson under the age of 18 yeafrs, 

or a woman, who, having been duly authorized, works at a 
process involving the use of lead compounds, in accordalkce 
with the conditions contained in Part II of the schedule to the 
Act; 

(e) “ Inspector ” means, unless there is anything repugnant in the 

subject or context, an Tn8]>ector appointed under section 4 of 
the Act, and includes Chief Inspector and any Inspector 
subordinate to him; 

(f ) “ Examining Surgeon ” means a registered practitioner authorized 
by a certifying surgeon under section 8 to examine persons and 
to grant provisionally the certificates defined in rules 2 (g) 
and (Ji) ; 

(g) “General Medical Certificate” means a certificate in the prescribed 

form granted by’ a certifying surgeon, or by an examining 
surgeon to, or in respect of, any person, certifying his age and 
fitness to work in a factory ; 

(h) “ Schedule Worker’s Medical Certificate ” means a certificate in 

a prescribed form granted by a certif^dng surgeon or by an 
examining surgeon to, or in respect of, a pei'son working at or 
desirous of working at any process mentioned in the schedule 
to the Act; 

(i) “Machinery” or “Mill Gearing’* includes every shaft, whether 

upright, oblique, or horizontal, and every wheel, drum, pulley, 
rope, chain, wire^ driving strap or band by which the motion 
oI the first moving power is communicated to any machine 
appertaining to any manufacturing process. 

Proi*i8o (1). —When in any area the local Government has, by notifica¬ 
tion in the local official Gazette, under sub-section (5) of .section 4, declared 
that the District Magistrate or an additional Inspector shall exercise all the 
powera of an Inspector under the Act, the word “ Inspector” shall bo held 
to Include such District Magistrate Or additional Inspector. 

Proviso (2).-^Whea in any area the local Government has declared, as 
aforbsaid, that a District Magistrate or additional Inspector shall exercise 
certain powers of an Inspector, the word “Inspector” shall be held to 
include sneb District Magistrate or additional Jospector only in so farins any 
one Or more of these rules are specified in the notifloatiou. 
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ESTABUSHINO a FACTOBr. 

3. Mvlea tf tha Iniiiaotin*. —'When it is notified to the Inspector that 
there is an intention to erect or establish a new factory, the Inspector may, 
and, if the occupier or local anthdrity desires, shall, advise on the suitability 
or otherwise of the design of the factory in regard to spocific points bearing 
on health and safety but not upon any othereubject in connection with the 
factory. Advice given under this i*ale shall not be deemed to exempt the 
occupier from remedying any defects which may later be subject to objec¬ 
tion under the Act or the rules. 

4. Managar af Factory. —During any period for wiiich no person has 
been designated as manager of a factory the occupier shall himself be deemed 
to be the manager of the factory for the purpose of these rules. 

PART. III. 

Registration of a Factory. 

5. Notlftad Factory .—When an Inspe^tbr receives a notice under section 
^3 (J) from any person occupying a factory, he shall, if he has not already 
^ne so, include such factory in his register. 

\ 6. Uaaotlflad Factory. —When an Inspector has reason to believe that 
any premises, situated within the local limits for which he is appointed and 
noualroadj’’ registered as a factory, ought to be so registered, he shall send to 
thetoccupier of the premises a notice intimating his intention of including 
aucli premises in his register of factories and shall furnish the occupier 
witlna blank Form A. The occupier, shall return Form A correctly and 
commetely filled in to the Inspector within fifteen days of the receipt 
theiepf. 

7. Objection to Raglatration. —Any person served with a notice under 
rule 6 may, within fifteen days of the receipt of such notice, forward to the 
Inspector a statement setting forth his objections to the registration of the 
premises as a factory. Such objections shall be accompanied by all the 
information required to complete Form A, it this has not already been 
furnished to the Inspector, The Inspector shall consider and dispose of 
such objections after making such inquiry as he may deem necessary, and 
shall then include such premises in his register of factories or not, as the 
case may be. 


PART IV. 

Safety. 

8. Struoturcc.—In every factory, all buildings, wails, chimneys, masts, 
bridges, tunnels, roads, galleries, floors, platforms, stagings, and all structures 
in common use, whether of a permanent or temporary character, shall be so 
designed, constructed and maintained as to involve no danger to human 
life or safety: 

Provided that the Inspector shall not accept any such structure if it is 
.gMeigned or constructed so as to contravene the provisions of any other Act. 

9. Priim Movers and Moohliiary. —In every factory, prime movers or other 
machinery, steam boilers or other vessels subject to pressure, and ail 
tanks and mains, together with the fittings of each of the aforesaid, shall be 
free from dangerous structural defects. They shall also be maintained 
sufficiently free from -deterioiation, and shall be operated (or attended) by 
persons of sufficient experience or skill, to satisfy the Inspector that there is 
no danger to human lim or safety from them: 

Provided that the inspector shall not accept any pl^t or machinery 
maationed which is constructed, attended to or operate, $o as to contravene 
the provisions of any other Act. 

10. Bui TSr«iitport.~In every factory, where, within the 
precincts, there are railways, or other electrical olf mechanictil ipeaOB of 
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tranisport, snch railways or means of transport'maintained 
and operated in sdch a manner as to satisfy the Inspector thiit there is no 
danger to human life and safety from them : 

Provided that the Inspector shall not accept any such railways or means 
of transport if they are so designed, maintained and operated as to 
contravene the provisions of any other Act. 

11. SMOkiat and Usa of Nakad Llglits. —No person shall smoke or n^ a 
naked light, or shall cause or permit such light to be used in the immediate 
vicinity of inflammable material in any factory; and the manager of every 
factory shall cause to be exhibited a notice in English and the vernacular 
prohibiting smoking or the use of naked lights, or both, in all places where 
they would be dangerous, or where the Inspector may require, and shall 
take all other reasonable precautions to ensure the observance of this rule. 

12. Pravaatlon of FIro, —In any factory where the process of manufacture 
necessitates the use of inflammable material, efficient means of subduing out¬ 
breaks of Are shall be installed, maintained and kept ready for immediate 
use. 


13. LiikUnd.'—Efficient measures to the satisfaction of the Inspector shall 
be taken for securing and maintaining sufficient and suitable lighting in 
every part of a factory in which persons are working or passing. 

14. Feaolng (Oenaral). —In every factory, all moving parts of machinery 
shall be securely fenced, unless they are so situated that they are in the 
opinion of the Inspector incapable of causing injury to workers. Fencing 
shall be so designed that it is impossible for any person to pass between 
the fencing and a moving part, and also to give protection to a person oiling, 
cleaning, or otherwise attending to the machinei'y, and to all persons who 
may be in the neighbourhood of a moving part while it is in motion. 

13. Suitable striking gear or other efficient mechanical appliances 
shall be provided and used to move driving straps on fast and loose pulleys 
which form part of the transmission machinery, and any such gear or 
appliances shall be so constructed as to prevent accidental restarting of the 
machinery: 

Provided that where the Chief Inspector of Factories is satLsAed that 
such striking gear or appliances are not necessary or are impractical)le for 
any class of machines, he may by order in writing exempt such class of 
machines from this requirement. 

16. Fanelni (Elaotrloai). —In every factory, all electrical circuits or parts 
of such, or any objects electrically connected with them, whether commonly 
or occasionally in an electrified condition, which by reason of tlieir position 
conld cause injury to the person, shall be protected adequaitely to the 
satisfaction of the Inspector either by fencing or insulation, or by both, 
in-such a manner as to remove danger of injury ; 

Provided that where automatic mechanism is Installed for the purpose 
of immediately removing the electrification on the occurrence of a fault, 
such mechanism shall be taken into account by the Inspector when consider¬ 
ing the adequacy or otherwise of the protection furnished : 

Provided also that in no case shall the Inspector accept a? adequate any 
conditions or combination of conditions which are subject to objection under 
any other Act. 

17. NMOlni (Nolata). —Every hoist and teagle, and every place where 
commonly material of sufficient weight is raised or lowered, shall, where 
practicable, be so fenced as to prevent personal injury in its descent. 

18. FCnohig (Hta). —Every opening, in the ground or in a floor, which 
by reason of its depth, situation, construction or contents, could cause 
personal injury, shall be so fenced as to prevent such injury. 

19. IhiniltaMe Famtiiig.— When any plant* machinery, apparatus, or 
fittings in a factory are not safeguarded from danger to human life, as 
prescribed in rules 14, 15, 16, 17 and 18, such plant, machinery, apparatus 
or fittings shall be deemed not to be securely fenced within the meaning of 
section 18(1).

(H) Where there are available Safety devices which (a) make it impossible'' 
to expose a dangerous part of maobinery whilst in motion or (b) stop 4 
machine forthwith in case of danger, such part of machine sliall be deemed 
to be securely fenced, provided that such devices, are fitted and maintained in 
efficient working order. 

21. The following tales for the protection from danger of persons 
employed in attending to machinery in motion shall be observed in every 
factory :— 

(t) Raplaolng Of Bolts. —Every person who goes up to replace a belt or to 
oil bearings or shafts shall wear a loin cloth or tight trousers, 
and shall not wear any loose ciothing which is diabie ito.be 
caught in the machinery. . ^ 

(«) Experienced men and those specially trained for the work Shull 
alone be allowed to replace fast .running belts.. . 

(Hi) All ladders used in replacing belts shall be specially made and 
reserved for that work, and shall be ’provided with hooks 'and . 
spurs. 

(iv) As far as possible all important .pulleys .shall, ibe provided with 
belt-hangers : 

Provided that, when the main belts of any machinery have to be adjusted, 
the machinery shall be stopped and shall not be set- in motion again until: 
such belts have teen completely adjusted. - 

22. FUllura to comply with Fonoint Ordort.—If the manager of a factory . 
has not complied with an order to fence or otherwise protect any machinery 
after having been requested to do so in writing by an Inspector, the latter 
may, on a subsequent visit, serve on the manager an order in writing- 
prohibiting the use of the machinery in question, until the orders have been 
carried out and passed by the Inspector as satisfactory. 

23 If the GUief Inspector of Factories lias reason to ^believe -that then* 
is a defect or deficiency in the machinery,, plant or structure of a factory » 
which in his opinion may endanger human life or-safety, the occupier car .-- 
manager of such factory shall, if called upon to do so by the Chief Inspectoir 
of Factories, supply such drawings, specifications or particulars, and carry > < 
out such e.\amiuntiou or tests as may, in the opinion of the Ohief Inspector : 
of Factories, be necessary to determine whether such machinevy.rplant or 
structure inay .be u.sed with safety. 

PART V. 

Health and Sanitation. 

21. Standard of opaoa,i —In every factory, there shidclrbe {irquided vfor 
each person employed at one time in any room a breathing space of at .least, 
500 cubic feet. For the purpose of this calculation, no height above. -15 .feet- 
from the floor of such room shall be taken into consideration. 

2o. Vaatilation. —Every part of every factory where pei;sone ave emplpy- , 
ed shall be adequately ventilated to the appruvai of the .Inspector, i. 

26. lojurieita Basaa.— In e^ery factory whace .injnipcmsvi.'pofBOiiiouB and 
asphyxiating gases, dnst, or other impurities are-used .for or are evolved 
from any process carried on. all practicable measures to the satisfacUon 
of the Inspector shall be taken to protect the woi^eifa ggatnat- inhaliiion irf 
such gas, dust, or other impurity. 
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27k (tz) l¥awMtl«n af Laiul MMi^.-»KiV«ry person under time age of 18 
years and every woman employed in any operaldon in volving the use. of lead 
compounds shall be in possession of a ^heduled Worker’s Medical Oertifi* 
cate granted under section 7 or section 8 of the Act, certifying that he or she 
is fit for employment, and such person or woman whilst at work shall carry 
the certificate itself or a token giving reference to such certificate. 

(6) Every person under the age of 18 years, and every woman employed 
in any operation involving the use of lead compounds, shall be medically 
examined at periods not exceeding three months and the record of saou 
examination shall be kept in Form L shown in the Schednle annexed to 
these rules. 

28. (1) HumldlflORtlon.—In every factory or part of a factory wherein the 
atmosphere is artificially humidified, whether intentionally or uninten¬ 
tionally, the humidification shall not be allowed to reach such a degree that 
it is injurious to the health of the persons employed. 

(2) No steam shall be used for the purpose of producing artificial 
humidification in any department of a cotton mill the dry bulb temperature 
of which exceeds 85 degrees Fahrenheit. 

(3) The pipes used for the introduction of steam into the atmosphere in 
any department of a cotton mill shall, so far as they are within the depart¬ 
ment, be as small, both in diameter and length, as is reasonably practicable 
and shall bo effectively covered with non-conducting material to the 
satisfaction of the Inspector, so as to minimise the amount of heat thrown ofif 
by them into the department. 

(4) In all departments of cotton mills where artificial humidification 
is used and in other departments where the Inspector so requiries, 
hygrometers shall be provided in positions apiiroved by the Inspector. 
Such hygrometers shall be of a pattern approved by the Inspector and shall 
be maintained in such manner as he shall direct. 

29. (1) Drinking Water. —In every factory a supply of water fit for 
drinking, and consisting of at least as many gallons as there are persona 
employed in the factory, shall be provided daily free of cost. 

(2) Such supply shall be derived either from a public or private supply 
of efficiently filtered drinking water, or from one or more wells or specially 
reserved tanks so situated as be not polluted or contaminated by organic 
matter or other impurities. 

(3) Proper arrangements approved by the Inspector shall be made for 
maintaining in a drained and cleanly, condition the area round the place 
where the drinking water is distributed. 

(4) When the drinking water is obtained from an intermittent public 
water-supply, each factory slutll be provided with a storage of water of not 
less than one gallon per head* of per.sona employed. 

(5) The Inspector may, at any time, in order to satisfy himself that the 
water supplied is fit for drinking, take samples for analysis, and the cost of 
analysis shall be borne by the occupier of the factory. 

3 (1) Umewathini.—In every factory the inside surface of all walla of 

the rooms in which persons are employed, and all the ceilings or tops of such 
rooms (whether such walls, ceilings or tops be plastered or not), and all 
passages and staircases, shall be limewashed completely every 14 months to 
date from the time of last liinewashing : 

Provided that the local Government may, by special order, exempt any 
class of factories or parts thereof from the provisions of this rule, when 
they are of opinion that the said provisions are not necessary under clause 
(a.) of section 9, or are, by reason of the special circumstances, inapplicable. 

( 2 ) All beams, rafters, doors and other wood-work in every factory shall, 
if not limewashed as required under rule 30 (/), be painted or varnished 
at least once in five years and shall be kept clean. 

31. Cleanllneu.—No manager of a factory shall cause or allow any 
rubbish, filth or debris to accumulate in or to.remain on any premises over 
iwhich he has elective control, of such a nature or in such a manner tiiac 
effluvia therefrom may arise within the factory. 

32. No manager of a factory shall permit micturition or evacuation in 
any place in the factory other than a urinal, privy or latrine, as the case 
may be. 
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ffoetioii W shall be provided with iiiitelrtO j®<SoiaiBnodatioii. 


‘ r2^) All latrines in a factory shall be designed and *> 

manner approved by the Chief inspector or the Director of Pablic Health. 
Latrines shall also be situated, maintain^and tended, in a manner approved 


by the Inspector. 

(3) All latrines and urinals within a factory shall be kept in a sanitary 
state, and shall be llinewashed every two months. 

84. (11 Every factory which is provided with hand service 

and which has not been exempted under the proviso to section 18, snail oe 
provided with latrine accommodation in a place detached from the otner 
factory buildings, and on the following scale, viz,:— 


Where the number of persons employed 

at one time does not exceed 50 ... 3 seats. 


Where the number of persons employed 
at one time exceeds 50 ...

1 additional seat for every 
50 persons or any less 
number. 


(2) When females are employed in a factory, separate latrines screened off 
from those for males and marked in the vernacular in conspicuous letters 
“ Il’or females only ” shall be provided. Those for males shall be similarly 
marked For men only.” 

85. Septic Tank Latrines. —The following rules shall apply in regard to 
septic tank latrines :— 

(1) The site or situation and the plan or design of every septic tank 

latrine to be erected for the use of the employees of a factory 
shall be subject to the previous approval of the Director of 
Public Health, and its construction subject to that of the Chief 
Inspector of Factories. 

(2) A duly qualified person shall be appointed to have charge and to 

supervise the working of such installation. For the purpose of 
this rule, the engineer or the manager of a factory or a super¬ 
visor of a firm which erected the septic tank shall be deemed to 
be a duly qualified person. 

(3) A separate latrine, shall be provided for each sex of u.sers and all 

latrines shall be marked conspicuously in vernacular characters 
with the words “ For men only ” forthose intended for men, or 
similarly with the words *‘For women only” for those intended 
for females. 

(4) A methar shall be employed by the factory for the care and cleanli¬ 

ness of every septic tank latrine. Floors and steps shall be kept 
clean, and all mechanical and sanitary arrangements shall be 
kept in thorough working order. 

(5) A notice-board showing the maximum number of persons for 

whom the latrine is designed shall be fixed in a prominent 
position'on each septic tank, and. a register shall be maintained 
showing the number of users daily. 

(<)) Ill every septic tank latrine an efficient automatic recording turn¬ 
stile or turnstiles shall be provided for ensuring that the total 
number of usei-s admitted does not exceed the number of persons 
for whom the latrine is designed. 

(7) For finsliing purposes a minimum supply of water calculated at the 
following rates shall be maintained for the number of persons 
for whom the latrine is designed:— 

(a) for latrines designed previous to let Jijly 1912, three 
gallons for every person, and 

. .<^) for latrines constructed after the 8pth June 1912, four 
gallons for every persou. 
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river, canal, nala or klial ■imteiftH-*'-:’'' ^'\-i '■>' 

(a) they are clear and free from foecal odonr, i^oo^-jputreacible, 
with nitrification definitely eomtwenoMiiiiBd' ^ 

(&) they have been efEectively treated by the addition of one 
or other of the following sterilizing agents : (t) chlori¬ 
nated lime or bleaching powder, or (u) liquid chlorine, 
or (m) solution of hypochlorite of soda, in such 
proportion and strength and in such manner as may be 
fixed from time to time in this behalf by the Director of 
Public Health. 

(9) No latrine shall be overworked or worked in such a manner as to 
deteriorate the effluent. 

(10) No sludge, semi-liquids or solid matters from a septic tank shall 

be discharged at any time into any river, canal, nala or khal. 
For the satisfactory disposal of the sludge or other solid matters, 
a pit of cubical capacity equal to the total flow of not less than 
an hour shall be provided to receive the solid matter. When 
the pit becomes fall, the valves shall be closed and the solid 
matter and sludge shall be allowed time to settle. After the 
effluent is dmwn off and discharged after sterilisation, the solid 
matter and sludge shall be disposed of by either trenching or 
burning it. 

(11) Every septic tank latrine or any part of it may be inspected at 

any reasonable time by an Inspector of Septic Tank Installa¬ 
tions appointed by the local Government, who may collect 
samples of any effluent or effluents required by him. 

PART VI. 

Medical Officers and Examinations. 

36. Powers of Certifying Surgeon. —The certifying surgeon may authorize 
any registered practitioner to exercise, subject to the restriction.s imposed 
by rule 49, the function assigned to the certifying surgeon by these rales, 
and may revoke such authority. 

37. The duties of a certifying surgeon as ancli, and of a registered 
practitioner authorized under section 8 to exercise his functions (that is to 
say, an examining surgeon), shall comprise the examination of poraous 
employed in a factory or desirous of being so employed, and the grant to 
them, wheji qualified, of such medical certificates as may be prescribed in 
the Act or the rules made thereunder, aud the proper endorsement, suspen¬ 
sion, or cancelhxtion of such certificates. 

38. Cartifioatlon Feet. —The occupier or manager of a factory or person 
examined shall not be chargeable with any fee or consideration of any kind 
for an examination made or certificate endorsed, suspended or cancelled by 
the certifying surgeon or examining surgeon, and shall offer no such fee or 
consideration; 

Provided that a registered practitioner may bo retained by the occupier 
of a factory as medical officer in consideration of a salary and that his duties 
to the occupier may include those of examining surgeon, but no examination 
made by him, or certificates granted or endorsed by him, shall be paid for 
separately by the occupier in any form whatsoever. 

39. If an Inspector ascertains that there has been an infraction of 
rule 38 whether the certificates connected with the infraction are bond fide 
or not, he shall record the infraction and the circumstances in his report, 
and bring the same to tho attention of the authority to which he is 
subordinate. 

40. A certifying surgeon appointed under section 6 shall fix such 
place and such times as may be proper for the attendance of persons 
wishing to obtain certificates of age and physical fitness under sections 7 
and*19Bi Notice of the place and the times thus fixed shall be given to the 
luafisger of any factory concerned within the local limits for which such 
oeirtitying surgeon is appointed. 

41. irrsnitmiMits for Modiooi CxonrtMltioa,—A certifying surgeon, within 
the local limits for which he is appointed, shall, unless otherwise directed by 
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th^^i^iesd Gtovernmeat in rules made under tke Act, visit every factory in 
Vrhioh children Jire employed as follows r—

42. Madiral Cartifleates.—Every certifying surgeon shall keep a bound 
book cc'Utaluing forms in foil and counterfoil as reproduced in Form C in 
the schedule appended to these rules, for use as general medical certificates, 
and a bound book containing forms in foil and counterfoil as reproduced in 
Form D for use as Scheduled Worker’s MedAsl Certificates. Such forms 
sliall in each case be numbered consecutively, and shall be printed on 
durable material. 

43. Every certificate granted by a certifying surgeon under section ? 
or 19B shall be prepared by filling up the foil and counterfoil, on both of 
which shall also be impressed the left thumb mark of the person in whose 
name the certificate is granted. 

44. The certifying surgeon shall, when satisfied as to the correctness 
of the entries made thereiu, sign the foil and initial the counterfoil, and shall 
deliver the foil to the person at whose request the certificate was grunted. 
The foil so delivered shall be the certificate granted under section 7 or 
section 19B as the case may be. 

45. If the certifying surgeon refuses, for reasons to be stated in writing, 
to grant to any person a general medical cHirtificate or if he revokes such a 
certificate granted by a certifying or examining surgeon, such person shall 
not be employed unless he has been re-examined and a fresh certificate 
granted by the certifying surgeon. 

46. If the certifying surgeon refuses, for reasons to be stated in writing, 
to grant to any person a Scheduled Worker’s Medical Certificate, or if he 
suspends or revokes such a certificate granted by a certifying or examining 
surgeon, such person shall not be employed unless he has been re-examined 
and a fresh certificate gninted by the certifying surgeon. 

47; Every certifying surgeon shall take thp names and certificate 
numbers of all children who have been granted provisional certificates since 
his previous visit, and who are not jiroduced at the time of his visit, and 
shall forward the same to the Inspector together with a notice of the action 
taken by him under rule 54. 

48. If so required by a manager or occupier, or by a person, or by the 
parents of such person if he be a child, with respect to whom he has 
refused or revoked a general medical certificate, or refused, suspended, or 
revoked, a Scheduled Worker’s Medical Certificate, the certifying surgeon 
shall state in writing his reasons for such refusal, suspension, or revocation. 

49. Every registered, practitioner authorised under rule 36 to act as 
an examining surgeon shall grant general medical certificates and Scheduled 
Worker’s Medical Certificates in the manner described in rules 42, 43, 44. 
45 and 46, provided that such certificates shall have the word “ Provisional” 
printed or stamped on the foil, and that the left thumb mark of the persoii 
in respect of whom the certificate is granted shall be taken on tiie counterfoil 
only • and provided that a certificate so granted shall lapse and become 
Invalid on a date three months after it was granted, unless it is confirmed 
by the certifying surgeon or cancelled by him under rule 54. 

50. A certificate issued by an examining surgeon shall be.-ficcmed to 
have been confirmed by the certifying surgeon onfy when sucH^itirtitieate 
has in the presence of the certifying surgeon been impressed wit’h' the left 
thumb mark of the person in respect of whom it has been granted, and when 
the counterfoil has been signed by the certifying surgeon, and when the 
certifying surgeon has placed his initials against the deleibioa xA the word 
“ Provisional. ” 
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The thamb mark taken on the loll shon^ with that 

prc^onaly taken on the oonnterfoil. ■ 

M. On every visit of the certifying snigeon the manager shall produce 
before him, at such time as the certifying surgeon "may ell children 
employed in the factory, whether actnally at work or not, who are not in 
possession of general medical certificates, and all scheduled workers employed 
in the factory, whether at work at that time or not. 

52. The certifying surgeon shall personally examine every child who Is 
in possession of a provisional certificate gianted under section 8, and shall, 
if satisfied as to its correctness, confirm it in the manner presci'ibed in rule 
50 and return it to its owner. 

53. If ^the certifying surgeon is of opinion that the person examined 
is under the age of 12 years or is not fit for employment in a factory, 
he shall retain the certificate, write on it the word “Cancelled,” sign 
and date the same, and shall return the certificate with such remarks, 
if any, as he may think fit to make, to the examining surgeon who granted it. 

54. Canoatlatlon of Provisional Cortifioatos. —The certifying surgeon may 
cancel the provisional certificate granted to any child who is not produced, 
as required by rule 51 of these rules with effect from the date of his visit, 
or he may grant permission to the child to continue in employment 
for not more than three months, in accordance with the provisions of 
section 8 of the Act. 

55. Gartifioation of Adulta. —W hen the manager of a factory or an 
Inspector desires to establish that a person is of aufiicieut age and is other¬ 
wise fit to be employed in a factory for the periods permitted to adults, the 
certifying or examining surgeon shall when requested examine such person 
and, if satisfied, grant a general medical certificate in which the person’s age 
and fitness shall be stated. Such certificates shall be liable to be cancelled 
in the manner described in rale 53. 

56. Cortlfloation of Sohoduloil Workort. —On every visit the certifying 
surgeon shall personally examine every scheduled worker and every person 
presenting himself with the desire to become a scheduled worker, and shall 
confirm, grant, endorse, suspend, or cancel certificates in respect of such 
persons in accordance with these rules. 


PART VII. 

Hours of Employment and Holidays. 

57. Undorako Ghlldren in Faotorlet. —If a child over the age of six years is 
found inside any room or part of a factory in which room or part children are 
employed, and in which any manufacturing process or work incidental to 
any mmiufacturing process is being carried on, he shall, until the contrary 
is proved, be deemed to be employed in the factory. 

58. (1) Where under the provisions of section 30, women are exempted 
from the provisions of section 27, the total overtime permitted shall not 
exceed six hours during the week. 

(2) Where under the provisions of sub-section (1) or sub-section (2) of 
section 30 any persona are exempted from the provisions of sections 27 and 
28, the overtime permitted shall not be such as to make the number of hours 
of overtime exceed forty iu each mouth. 

(3) Nothing in rules 58(/) and 58(2) shall be deemed to prevent the 
prescribing of further conditions under section 30 of the Act. 

59. The following persons employed in factories shall, under section 29 
of the Indian Factories Act, 1911, be deemed to be persons holding positions 
of supervision or management or person employed in a confidential capacity, 
xiamely s— 

(1) Managers. 

(2) Assistant Managers. 

, (3) Heads and Assistants of Technical Departments. 

(4V Engineers and dertified Assistants. 

(5) Foremen. 

(6) Overseers wbo are in supervisional charge of mill or factory 

departments.

PART VIII. 

PUBLICATIONS, Notices, Retubjss, kKD Registers. 

fiO. Copies of the Act, rales, .and abstracts can be obtained from the 
office of the Chief Inspector of Factories, Bengal, at the price for the time 
being in force. 

61. (1) Posting of Abstraots and Notloei.— The abstracts required under 
section 36 of the Act shall at all times be legible. They shall be posted in 
glazed frames or otherwise suitably protected from the effects of the weather 
to the satisfaction of the Inspector. 

(2) The notice containing the standing orders of the factory shall show 
the requirements of section 56 of the Act in bold type or lettering. Notice 
of any change in the working hours shall be posted before bringing such 
changes into effect and a duplicate copy of the same sent to the Inspector 
within 36 hours of the change, * » 

62. Aooidants. —Wlien there occurs in any factory an accident to any 
person which results in— 

(1) death, or 

(2) such injury that there is probability of death resulting, or 

(3) such injury that there is no reasonable prospect that he will be 

able to resume his employment within 20 days, or 

(4) the permanent privation of a limb, or 

(5) the permanent loss of sight or hearing; 

a notice of the occurrence shall forthwith be sent by the manager or occu¬ 
pier either by telegram or telephone or by special messenger to— 

(a) the Inspector notified for this purpose, and 

(6) the District Magistrate, or, if he by general order so directs, to the 

Subdivisionai Officer. 


All such accidents (unless fatal) shall be called in all prescribed communi¬ 
cations “ Serious accidents.” 

63. When there occurs in any factory an accident resulting in death, 
notice shall, in addition to the notice required under rale ,62 of these rules, 
be also sent forthwith by the manager or occupier, to the officer-in-charge of 
the police-station within tlie local limits of which the factory is located. 

64. When there occurs in any factory an accident to any person less 
sedous than those described in rule 62, but which prevents or is likely to 
prevent the person from resuming his employment within 48 hours, such 
accident shall be recorded by the manager or occupier and reported by him 
as soon as practicable, but in any case within 60 hours of its occurrence, to 
the authorities mentioned in clauses (a) and (b) of rule 62. Such accidents 
shall be called in communications “ Slight accidents.” 

65. When reports of accidents under rules 62, 63 and 64 are sent by 
letter, either through the post or by special messenger, they shall be In 
Form E in the schedule annexed to these rules, and when sent by telegraph 
or telephone they shall be confirmed by a written report in that form. 

66. When an accident which has been reported to the Inspector as 
“Slight” is afterwards known to be “Serious” or “Fatal” or when one 
reported as “Serious” is afterwards known to be “ Slight” or “Fatal,” the 
manager shall make the necessary correction in a supplementary report 
which shall be sent to the authorities mentioued in clauses (aji and (5) 
of rule 62. 

67. Where loss of life has immediately resulted from an accident, the 
place where the accident occurred shall be left as it was immediately after 
the accident, until the expiration of at least three dtiys after the sending of 
such notice as aforesaid of the accident, or iintil the visit to the place by an 
Inspector,whichever first happens, unless oompliance with thijs rule would 
tend to increase or continue the danger or would seriously impede the carry¬ 
ing on of business, at the fectory. This yule shall only apply to those areas 
notified by the lo(»l Government in the local official Gazette, 
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68. MapM or BiiiMtaiit«Ml AaiMMrt» t» in an; 

fa<)tory there occars any explosion, fire, collapse otl^iildhQgs accidents to 
machhiery or plant, snch ocourrenoes shall be reported by the manager 
within five hours of its occurrence to the authorities mentioned In clauses 
(a) and (6) of rule 62 of these rules. 

69. (1) Employmeat Retlster.. —In all factories subject to the exemption, 
permitted under section .35 of the Act, there shall be kept correctly and up 
to date a register of all the persons employed. The register prescribed for 
each factory or class of factories shall be in the form shown in the schedule 
annexed to these rules. In factories where children are employed, the 
register shall be maintained in two separate parts, viz.. Part 1 to include all 
adults and Part II to include all children. Such registers shall be called in 
all prescribed communications the “ Employment register.” 

(2) In all factories in which scheduled workers are employeti, the 
employment register shall contain an additional part to be called Part III, 
in which the names of all such persons employed shall be entered. 

70. Children's Register. —In every factory where children are employed, 
there shall be kept an up-to-date register of children in form “ K ” shown 
ill the schedule attached to these rules. This register shall be written 
afresh from Ist January in each year. 

71. Tokens for Workers. —In every factory in which a system of shifts is 
worked, the Inspector may require that every person employed in any such 
factory or class of factories while at work shall carry a token made of metal 
or other material approved by the Inspector and bearing the same number as 
that shown against his name in the employment register. Such token shall 
be called in all prescribed communications as the person’s “ Employment 
number check.” It shall be supplied free of cost by the manager of the 
factory, but a charge may be made for renewing it when lost, destroyed or 
defaced by its bearer. 

72. Space Register. —The manager of every factory shall maintain a 
register showing the measurement and cubical content of each room in the 
factory, tlje area of the floor space in each room occupied by the machinery 
or other fixtures, and the area provided for ventilating openings. 

7.3. Limewashing and Painting Register. —The manager of every factory 
not exempted under the proviso to rule 30(i) shall keep a Register .showing 
the dates on which the different parts of the factory are limewashed, painted 
or varnished. 

74. Annual Return. —The annual return in Form H in the schedule 
annexed to these rules prescribed by the Government of India by notifica¬ 
tion under section 38 shaU be submitted in duplicate by managers or 
occupiers of factories to the Inspector on or before the 15th day ot January 
in each year. 

75. Iletlea of Premises ceasing to be oeeupied as a Factory. — When any 
premises cease to be occupied as a factory, the manager or occupier shall 
give notice of the fact and of the date thereof to the Inspector, who shall, if 
satisfied that the Act is no longer applicable to such premises, exclude them 
from his register of factories. 

76. Exclusion of a Factory from the Register. —An Inspector may, without 
such notice from the manager or occupier as is prescribed in rule 75, of his 
own motion, at any time remove any factory from his register if satisfied 
that it has ceased to be a factory within the meaning of sub-section (J) of 
section 2 : provided that no seasonal factory shall bo so removed if there is 
a probability of its resuming work within a reasonable time. 

77. Lata er Ineomplata Rsturna. — The manager or occupier of every 
factory shall furnish to the Inspector, in addition to the returns specified in 
the Act or in these rules, any returns which may be prescribed from time to 
time by the Government pf India or by the local Government. Returns 
made incompletely, incorrectly, or later than the prescribed date, are liable 
to be considered not to be I'eturus within the meaning of the Act, and to 
render the manager or occuper who submits them liable to the penalty 
provided in section 41 (/), namely, Rs. 500. 

78. Form of Appeal. —A notice of appeal presented under section 50 shall 
be in the form of a memorandum setting forth concisely the ground of

PART IX. 

INSPECTOBS ABD INSPECTION. 

79. Powers of loopootoro. — An Inspector may, together with such assis¬ 
tants, if any, as he may think fit to bring, enter any place within the area 
for which he is appointed, which is, or which he has reason to believe 4to be, 
used as a factory ; and there make such examinatioii of the premises, ways, 
works, machinery and plant, and of all registers or other prescribed records 
us may be necessary for the purposes of -the Act; and he may take on the 
spot or otherwise, such evidence of any persons as he may think necessary 
to examine. 

80. In addition to the powers mentioneid in rule 79, an Inspector may 
subject to such restriction as may be notified by the local Government 
with regard to him, exercise such other powers as may be necessary for 
carrying oat the purposes of the Act. 

81. Obstmotlng an Inspsotor. —Tlio manager or occupier of a factory shall 
not obstruct or permit to be obstructed by any person in the factory an 
Inspector in the exercise of liis duty, and shall not fail to produce on demand 
by an Inspector any registers or other documents prescribed by these rules 
and ' shall not conceal, or prevent or attempt to prevent, any person 
employed in the factory from appearing before, or being examined by, an 
Inspector; and shall not withhold such information as the Inspector may 
require under the.se rules; provided that no person in any factory shall be 
required to answer any question of, or to give any evidence to, an Inspector 
tending to criminate himself. 

82. Duties Of an inspaotor. —The Inspector shall give to the manager or 
occupier of every factory within the local limits for which he is appointed 
such ordei-s as may be required to bring the factory and the Piersons tlierein 
employed into complete conformity with the Act and these rules. Such 
orders shall be confirmed in writing. 

83. A Register of Factories compiled from information received on 
Form A shall be maintained by tbe Chief Inspector of Factories, and an 
extinct giving details of factories for each district shall be sent on or before 
the loth February of each year to tlie Distriot'Magistmte concerned. All 
changes in the list which may be made in pursuance of rules 5, 6, 7, 75 and 
76 shall also be intimated to the District Magistrate as and when such 
changes are made. 

84. Every Inspector subordinate to another Inspector shall furnish the 
latter with all such reports and information as may be necessary to him* for 
tbe proper execution of his duties. 

85. RuppMSlbllltlUt Of Ifiopootor. —The Chief Inspector shall be j^imarily 
responsible fOr the administration of the Act in all areas of the Province. 
The extent of the responsibility of each other Inspector shall be in accor¬ 
dance with the powers conferred upon him as declared by notification under 
sub-section (5) of section 4. In order that be may satisfy himself that the 
provisions of the Act and of these rules are duly observed, au Inspector 
shall make such inspections of factories as may appear to be necessary to 
him, or to the authority to whom he is subordinste. 

86. The Inspector shall, at each inspection of a ^ctory, satisfy himself that 
the provisions of the Act and of these rules relating to the health and safety 
of the persons employed therein, are duly observed ; that the children em¬ 
ployed in the factory have been duly certified and that the presctibed register 
of children is properly maintained ;'that the houraof employment of all persons 
working in the factory are properly and continuously recorded in tlie prescribed 
register ; that the periodical stoppages of work and the prescribed holidays 
are granted ; that the prescribed limits of hours of wp^ are not exceeded 
add that the prescribed abstracts and notice are duly maintained and fixed 




undeir sectipn B6 ; and shall note how /ar dafochi poiated oat at previous 
inspections have been removed, and how far ordfers or recomincndations 
previously issued have been complied with. 

The Inspector at each inspection shall enquire, sufficiently to ascer¬ 
tain where the responsibility for their occurrence rests, into all accidents 
which may have taken place since the last inspection, and shall pass such 
orders or recommendations as may be proper for the prevention^ of such 
adbidents. The Inspector shall report all such enquiries made by him, and a 
copy of the report shall be sent to the manager d'r occupier of the factory 
concerned. 

88. Report of Inspootioii,— As soon as practicable after inspection,' the 
Inspector shall report upon such conditions of the factory as are contrary to 
the Act or to these rules or as may seem to him to require comment. A copy 
of such report shall be sent to the manager or occupier. 

89. Such extracts from the report of an Inspector made under rules 86, 
87 and 88, as may be necessary for his information, shall be famished to the 
District Magistrate by the Inspector, either directly, or through the Ohief 
Inspector. 

90. In the case of factories aitnated in places coming under the Muni¬ 
cipal Act, if it appears that there has been a disregard of the provisions of 
any municipat or other local Act relating to sanitary arrangements, removal 
of objectionable rubbish, the cleaning and fencing of water tanks or the like 
matters, the Inspector shall, without prejudice to any action which he is 
empowered to take under the Act a.nd rules, draw the attention of the 
Chairman of the municipality or other local body to the breach of the 
sanitary regulations in question. 

91. Intpeetioii by District Magistrate or Additional Inspector. —When in 
any area the District Magistrate or an additional Inspector exercising all or 
any of the powers of an Inspector makes an in.spection, a copy of Kis note on 
the inspection shall be sent to the whole-time Inspector appointed for that 
area for each action as the latter may think necessary, as well as to the 
manager if the Magistrate considers it desirable. 

92. Disuse of Dangerous Plant. —Fending the execution of an order under 
rule 82, the Inspector may, when there is imminent clanger to human life, 
prohibit the use of that part of the ways, works, machinery or plant to which 
the order relates. 

93. Inspector’s Records. —Every Inspector shall keep a record of all orders 
and remarks made by him relating to each inspection. 

94. Any certificate, order, letter, report, or other document issued by 
an Inspector of Factories.or other officer duly appointed in this behalf by 
the Government or by a Municipality or by other public body, with respect 
to the fitness or safety of the factory or any portion of its buildings, 
works, plant, machinery, apparatus, or ways, or with respect to the fitness 
of persons employed in the factory, shall be properly filed and exhibited to 
the Inspector on his demand. 

95. A request by the Inspector for information necessary to establish— 

(а) the observance or otherwise of any provision of the Act, 

(б) the execution or observance of any order of an Inspector, or 

(c) the condition, age, or history of any part of the factory, its plant, 
machinery, apparatus, or ways, so far as such may be an indica- 

. , tion of safety or danger in the use of such objects, 

if made during an inspection shall be complied with forthwith by the 
manager or occupier if the information is available in the factory; and if 
made Dv letter, snail be complied with by the manager or occupier within 
seven days from the date of receipt, or as soon afterwards as the information 
can be obtained. 

96. ARpeal aU^lMt an Ordar of aa Inopoetar. —Any person on whom an 
Inspector has served one or more of the following orders may, within 14 
days from the receipt of such order or orders, appeal in the form prescribed

(/) An order specifying measures for attainment of the standard of

97. When an appeal against the order of an Inspector is presented 
under rule 96, the appellate authority may, and, if so requested by the 
appellant in his petition of appeal, shall, hear the appeal with the aid of 
two assessors. 

98. When assessors are to be employed in the hearing of an appeal 
against the order of an Inspector, the appellate authority shall call upon the 
body which is considered most representative of the Industry concerned to 
appoint one of the assessors within a period of fourteen days. When such 
assessor has been so appointed, the appellate authority shall appoint the 
other assessor; and shall then fix the place, day and time for hearing the 
appeal, of which due notice shall be given to the appellant and to the 
Inspector against whose order the appeal has been presented, and shall call 
upon the two assessors to appear and assist in the hearing of the appeal 
at the appointed place and time: 

Provided that if no assessor is appointed by'the aforesaid body within 
the prescribed period, or if the assessor so appointed fails to attend at the 
appointed time and place, the appeal may be heard without such assessor, or, 
if the appellate authority thinks fit, without the aid of any assessor, unless 
the appellant at whose request the assessor was appointed objects to the 
hearing of the appeal. 

99. An assessor appointed under rule 98 shall receive a fee of Rs. 32 and 
travelling expenses for assisting in the hearing of the appeal. Such fees 
and travelling expenses shall be paid by the local Government, except that 
in cases wherein the, assessors have been appointed at the request of an 
apx>eUant against whom the appeal is decided wholly or partly, the appellate 
authority may direct that the fees and travelling expanses shall be paid 
wholly or in part by such appellant. 

100. SuspantlOfl of Ontors whila under Apponl.—When an appeal is pre¬ 
sented against the order of an Inspector, unless it is on appeal qnder clause 
(ff) of rule 96, the appellate authority may, on the application of the 
appellant, suspend the operation of the order of the Inspector pending the 
decision of the appeal; bqt where no such suspepsion has been granted, 
the Inspector’s o^ers shall be complied with, notwithstapding tnat tbo 
appeal against it has been presented.

INDIAN FACTORIES ACT AND BENGAL RULES, 1927. 


[|iloTa.--*Tb{A Abstraot, with a translation in the vernaoular of the district in which the factory is situated, must be potted near th( 
main entrance, and protec^M from the effects of the weather by a glazed frame or other equivalent protection.} 


DBPINITION8. 

1. “Employed” means any person who works in a factory, whether for wages or not, inclnding 
contractors' men, women or children. 

2. “ Child ” means a person under the age of 15 years. 

3. “ Occupier ” includes a Managing Agent or other person authorised to represent the occupier. 

4. “ Schedule Worker” means any person under the age of 18 years, or a woman, who, having beer 
fluly authorised, work at a process involving the use of lead compounds, in accordance with the conditioue 
contained in Fart II of the Schedule to the Act. 

5. “ General Medical Certificate ” means a certificate in prescribed form granted by a certifying 
surgeon, or by an examining surgeon, to, or in respect of, any person, certifying his age and fitness tt 
work in a factory. 


POWERS OF INSPECTOR. 


6, An Inspector may— 

(a) enter with such assistants, if any, as he thinks fit, any place which is, or which he has reason t( 
believe to be, used as a factory : 

(h) make such examrnation of the premises, machinery and prescribed registers, as he may deeir 
necessary, and exercise such other powers as may be necessary for carrying out the purposes 
of the Factories Act, 


SANITARY PROVISIONS. 

7. Every factory shall be provided with sufficient and suitable latrine accommodation which shall b< 
kept in a sanitary state. The accommodation for male and female operatives shall be separate. Thi 
latrines shall be limewaahed every two months. 

8. Every factor}* shall be kept clean and free from effluvia arising from any drain, privy, or othe: 
nuisance. All refuse likely to be injurious to health shall be removed with as little delay as possible, 

9. (a) Every factory shall be ventilated in such a manner as to render harmless, as far as practicable 
any gases, vapours, dust, or other imparities generated in the course of the work carried on thereii 
that may be injurious to health. 

(b) In case of injurious gases, dust, or bad ventilation, Inspectors may require exhaust funs or othe 
artificial aids to ventilation to be used. 

10. In every factory the inside surface of all walls of the rooms in which persons are employed, an< 
all the ceilings or tops of such rooms (whether such walls, ceilings or tops be plastered or not), anti ul 
passages and staircases, shall be limewashed completely every 14 months. 

11. All the beams, rafters, doors and other wood work in every factory shall, if not limewashed h: 
required above, be painted or varnished once in five years, and shall be kept clean. 

12. A factory shall not be so overcrowded while work is carried on therein as to be dangerous o 
injurious to the health of the persons employed therein. 

13. In every factory there shall be maintained a sufficient and suitable supply of water fit for drink 
ing for the use of the persons employed in the factory. A tap or tups connected with any public water 
works, from which a sufficient quantity of water can at all times be drawn as required, shall be deemed ^ 
sufficient supply* Wells or tanks shall be protected from pollution or contamination by organic matter o 
other impurities, and the area round the place where drinking water is distributed maintained inadrainei 
and cleanly condition. 


SAFETY. 

14, Every hoist, teagle, lift or opening in the ground which could cause injury, all moving parts o 
machinery and all electrical circuits likely to cause danger, shall be securely fenced. 

15. (a) All parts of milbgearing, belting and all dangerous parts of machinery are eitha^ to 
BeeuTely fenced or to be in su^h a position or of such construction as to be equally safe to every person a 
they would be if securely fenced.

ACCIDENTS. 

19. When there occurs in any factory an accident to any person which results in— 

(1) death or 

(2) such injury that there is probability of di^ath resulting, or 

(3) such injury that there is no reasonable prospect that he will be able to resume his 

employment within 20 days, or 

(4) the permanent privation of a limb, or 

(r>) the permanent loss of sight or hearing; 

ich accident shall be recorded by the manager or occupier and a notice of the occurrence shall forthwith 
a sent by the manager or occupier either by telegram or telephone or by special messenger to— 

(а) the Inspector notified for this purpose, and 

(б) the District Magistrate, or, if he, by general orders so directs, to the Subdivisional 

Officer, 

All such accidents, nniess fatal, shall be called in all prescribed communications serious accidents/’ 

When there occurs in any factory an accident resulting in death, notice shall also be sent forthwith 
y the manager or occupier, to the Officer•*in-charge of the police-station within the local limits of which 
le factory is situated. 

When there occurs in any factory an accident to any person less serious than those described above, 
at which prevents, or is likely to prevent, the person from resuming his employment within 48 hours, 
iCh accident shall be recorded by the manager or occupier and reported by him as soon as practicable, 
at in any case within 60 hours of its oocnrrence, to the authorities ineiiuoned in clauses (a) and (&) 
)ove. Such accidents shall be called in all ooinmnnfcations “slight aocideiitB.” 

When reports of accidents are sent by letter, either through the post or by special messenger, they 
lall be in Form E in the Schedule annexed to the Roles, and when sent by telegraph or telephone they 
tall be confirmed by a written report in that form. 

When an accident which has been reported to the Inspector as “slight” is afterwards known to be 
seriouB ” or “ fatal or when one reported as “serious” is afterwards known to be “ slight ” or “ fatal” 
le manager shall make the necessary correction in a supplementary report which shall be sent to the 
athorities mentioned in clauses (a) and (6) above. 

20. When in any factory there occurs any explosion, lire, cojlapse of buildings or accident to 
machinery or plant, such occurrence shall be reported by the manager within five hours of its occurrence 
) the authorities mentioned in sub^olauses (a) and (b) of cluuse 19. 

HOURS AND CONDITIONS OP EMPLOYMENT. 


21. In every factory the manager shall fix specified hours in accordance with the Act for the 
oiployment of each person employe 1 in such factory, and no person shall be employed except during 
icb hours. 

22. In ail factories and subject to any exception and exemptions permitted under the Act or the 
lies made thereunder— 

no person (which includes women and children) shall be employed— 

(a) on Sunday; 

{b) for more than 60 hours in any one week ; 

(c) for more than 11 hours in any one day ; 

(d) for more than 6 hours without an interval of rest of at least one hour : 

Provided that there shall be fixed, at the request of the employees concerned, periods of rest, at 
\tervali not exceeding five hours, of not less than half-an-hour each so that the total duration of the 
riods of rest on that day not being less than one hour for each period of six hours' work done, 
no woman or child shall be employed— 

(a) between the hours of 7 o'clock in the evening and 5-3Q o'clock in the morning ; 
no child shall be employed— 

(/) for more than 6 hours In any one day; ' 

(jGf) for . any period whatever umess in possession of n General Medical 0ertific6ite showing that hai 
is not less than twelve years of age and fit to work in a factory; 

(A) for more than 4 hours without an interval of rest, unless his total hours of work in the day are 
five and a half or less: 
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No woman or person under the a^e of 18 years shall be employed on any process inTolving the use 
f lead compounds unless he or she is in possession of a Bcheduled Worker*s Medical Certificate certifying 
hat he or she is fit for employment aud whilst at works shall oar^ the certificate itself or a token 
elating to such certificate. 

No exemption or exception from sub-clauses (e), (f) and (g) is permissible in any circumstances 
whatsoever. 

23. If a child over the age of six years is found inside any room or part of a factory in which 
hildren are employed, and in which any manufacturing process or work incidental to any manufacturing 
)rooesB is being carried on, he shall, until the contrary is proved, be deemed to be employed in the 
aotory.
